The structure currently known as EverBank Stadium has been home to the Jacksonville Jaguars for nearly 30 years. Following the construction 
of the facility on the previous site of the city’s Gator Bowl, the stadium, then known as Jacksonville Municipal Stadium, debuted in time for the 
team’s inaugural preseason game on Aug. 18, 1995. 


Jacksonville-based EverBank became the naming rights partner with the Jaguars when the stadium was named EverBank Field from 2010 
through the 2017 season, changing to TIAA Bank Field in 2018 following a merger between the two banks that year. In 2023, the EverBank name 
returned with the EverBank Stadium name, bringing with it the tradition of partnership, reliability and trust, as the bank transitions to new 
ownership and renews its long-standing commitment to provide a financial advantage to all its nationwide consumer and commercial clients. 


Throughout it all, Jaguars fans embraced “The Bank,” a nickname that not only the fans but the team itself adopted. With EverBank returning to 


the stadium’s title, “The Bank” will solidify its place in the Jaguars’ tradition. 


LARGER THAN LIFE 


EverBank Stadium is the proud home of the world’s largest outdoor 
in-stadium video boards, which made their debut in 2014. Each 362 
feet wide and 60 feet high, the two massive end zone displays are 
wider than the length of a football field and turned on their sides 
would be taller than the Statue of Liberty. The video boards feature 
13mm HD pixel spacing and can show any combination of live action, 
instant replays, vivid graphics, colorful animations, up-to-the- 
minute statistics, scoring information and sponsor advertisements. 
The wide-angle viewing capability provides fans with a clear view of 
the displays from any seat in the stadium. 


JUST KEEP SWIMMING 


Perhaps no feature at EverBank Stadium is more well-known than 
the two Tropical Smoothie Café Spas located on the top deck in the 
north end zone. Constructed in 2014, the two swim spas are still 
one-of-a-kind around the NFL and allow locals and visitors alike to 
cool off in the hot Florida sun. Guests can lounge in shaded cabanas 
in between dips in the pool and enjoy full concierge service. They 
can also join the party in the center of the Farah & Farah Fan Deck 
at EverBank Stadium. It’s one of the biggest party scenes on game 
day as it’s open to any ticketed guest in the stadium, regardless of 
seat location.

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“By your vote, we have scored a touchdown.”

$1.4 billion Stadium of the Future deal presented by the Jacksonville 
Jaguars and the City of Jacksonville. The historic vote prompted an 
immediate standing ovation as the future of football in Jacksonville 
took a significant step forward. 


By partnering on a renovation of the aging city-owned stadium, the 
Jaguars committed to developing an_ innovative facility worthy of 
Jacksonville’s position as a world-class city. It would do so by serving 
Jacksonville and its people as the all-important hub for sports, 
entertainment and community connection. 


The process toward designing a new stadium began with identifying both 
key issues with the aging facility and the enhancements necessary to Seay — 
consistently attract and retain more events to downtown Jacksonville. COLLEGE FOOTBALL PLAYOFF ae 


To this end, the Jaguars conducted surveys and gathered feedback from 

key stakeholders including Jaguars fans, the City of Jacksonville, ASM (the current stadium management company), the athletic departments at 
the universities of Florida and Georgia, TaxSlayer Gator Bowl leadership, and prominent concert promoters, who manage and schedule where 
major stadium concerts are held throughout the year. Equipped with this valuable third-party input, the design was finalized to best position the 
stadium to attract NFL and non-NFL events to Jacksonville and ensure a comfortable experience for all stadium patrons. 


The Jaguars selected renowned architect, HOK, to collaborate on turning concepts into more definitive renovation plans. In addition to HOK’s 
Sports + Recreation + Entertainment practice, the project team includes Impact Development and Management as the owner's representative, 
with AECOM Hunt and Barton Malow serving in the role of preconstruction manager.

Concourses that extend 360-degrees, four times wider than existing spaces, providing for convenient and safer movement of patrons 
attending sports, entertainment and special events 


Flexible seating capacity from more than 63,000 to expand up to 71,500 to accommodate a range of professional and college sports, concerts 
and special events 


A transformative environment creating distinctive event experiences through lighting and digital technology 


Skyline and river views from lookout decks under a fritted roof membrane, which also introduce dispersed ambient light throughout the 
stadium interior 


Increased seating options, including premium offerings from field to sky 


First-class interactive social bars, local food options and retail venues in communal spaces for all customers

On July 18, 2024, the Jaguars celebrated the one-year anniversary 
of the grand opening of the Miller Electric Center, a state-of-the-art 
125,000 square-foot facility that serves as home to the team’s football 
operations. A public-private partnership between the Jaguars and the 
City of Jacksonville, the Miller Electric Center includes locker rooms, 
training and medical facilities, office space and a draft room. It is home M ILLER ELECTRIC Ce NTER 
to two full-size grass practice fields and one indoor field, along with 

shaded public viewing stands, concession areas and a team store. COM ERING PERLORMANCE 


“Today is another example of vision becoming reality in Jacksonville,” said Jaguars Owner Shad Khan at the grand opening celebration a year ago. 
“But what makes this particularly gratifying is the vision certainly wasn't mine alone. Our community, our city leadership, our football team and 
Miller Electric - everyone had the same vision and belief that we can do amazing things in Jacksonville. The best is still to come!” 


‘The dining hall is over 5,000 square feet in size and feeds players, 
coaches and staff three meals and two snacks every day. The facility 
has a full-service kitchen, a gas-fired pizza oven with a teal brick dome 
and features multiple self-serve and buffet stations.

1,910 sq. ft. upper cardio deck. There are 14-custom designed teal and 
black, Jaguars-branded weightlifting racks. 


‘The indoor field features two hanging goals posts and two scoreboards. fm 
The ceiling height offers 71 feet of clearance. The two outdoor practice | 
fields include 144,000 square feet of natural hybrid Bermuda grass. 


‘The Miller Electric Center training room has 12 treatment tables and 
six taping tables as well as two full-size medical examination rooms 
and three in-ground hydrotherapy pools. 


‘A full recovery room offers players eight zero gravity massage chairs, ae 
one cryotherapy chamber, one float tank and two LED beds. 


‘There are 2,090 seats in the fully-shaded grandstand, which features 
nine overhead fans for circulation and an overhead speaker system. 


‘There are two permanent concession stands and the fan plaza has 
permanent restrooms, both men's, women’s and a family restroom. 


‘A 900 sq. ft. Fanatics pro shop is open for every training camp practice, 
Fridays on home game weeks, and during all home games.

Since first playing in London, the Jaguars have developed 
their own community-based programs receiving grant funding 
to further expand its reach across the UK and now Ireland. 


JagTag, presented by AO, is a simplified version of American 
football that is delivered country-wide and is currently played 
annually by more than 90,000 young people across the UK and 
now Ireland annually, with many progressing on to their local 
BAFA (British American Football Association) teams through the 
JagTag program, with some players advancing as far as accepting 
scholarships to play in universities across the UK. With further 
funding, the ambition is to reach 100k through this expansion. 


Participants of JagTag can apply to the Jaguars to become a recipient 
of the Gridiron Grant. In partnership with LGT Wealth Management, 
the Gridiron Grant is the first of its kind sports scholarship program 
in the UK, offering a full university tuition scholarship to two 
students to any UK university or vocational program of their choice. 


Utilising vital funding, the Foundation is also able to run the JagTag 
Bursary Camp, which offers children and young people from 
low socio-economic backgrounds, the opportunity to access free 
provision across all UK JagTag holiday camps and events. Providing 
opportunities to ensure young people have a positive environment to 
use their time productively, with outcomes that are beneficial to their 


EXPANDING THE REACH 


In 2022, the Jaguars were granted marketing rights to the UK 
as part of the NFL’s International Home Marketing Area (IHMA) 
initiative, and have subsequently delivered coaching clinics and 
its JagTag program in Dublin. At the 2024 NFL Draft, the Jaguars 
became the first team to ever make a live draft pick from Ireland. 


With a small but dedicated full-time team in the UK, the Jaguars are 
able to provide resources in market to maximize opportunities for 
the development and growth of the Jaguars brand across the UK 
and in the Republic of Ireland. The Republic is famous for its love of 
American Football, therefore appealing to new Jaguars fans through 
meaningful fan engagement and bespoke initiatives that will contribute 
to communities in the Republic, will truly reflect the Jaguars’ position 
as an international NFL team. 


MEDIA 


Developing channels specifically designed for a wider audience 
is part of the UK team’s strategy to encourage the growth of the 
game and fandom across the UK and Ireland. The introduction 
of TealTalk, a new Jaguars UK and Ireland podcast, is aimed 
at engaging with new and existing fans in market to drive 
conversations and commitment to the team throughout the year.

2024 UK PLAYER TOUR 


Following the success of the 2023 Player Tour, the Jaguars UK team embarked on its annual Summer Tour in June 2024 with the intention of 
ensuring it was even better for fans and players alike. Joined for the first time by a member of the coaching staff, Special Teams Coordinator 
Heath Farwell teamed up with LS Ross Matiscik, LB Foye Oluokun and NFL Legend Tony Boselli to make the trip around the UK visiting key cities 
of Bristol and Manchester and then on to Ireland and the beautiful city of Dublin. Sold-out live events were held in each of the three cities, where 
fans got to hear insights and opinions of the panel, watch highlights of plays, plus participate in games and activities on stage before asking 
questions to the assembled Jaguars. 


In Bristol, the guys helped to provide the highest level of coaching directly to young players in BAFA (British American Football Association) and 
BUCs (British Universities and College) teams. Jaguars UK is the only GMP team in the UK market offering high-level coaching of this kind. Joined 
by former tight end Ben Koyack, and in partnership with BAFA, the session ran for three hours and provided valuable advice from the professionals. 


In Manchester, the number one JagTag region by participation, the Jaguars held the largest-ever JagTag Event with 180 mixed-gender kids taking 
part. JagTag - Presented By AO - is the Jaguars UK's own brand of flag football and is played by over 90,000 young people across the country. AO 
attended with their mascot and celebrity Vernon Kay, who was on hand to work with the kids on the field and join in with the Jaguars on the field and 
on camera. At the same event, the team conducted a linebackers clinic with Foye Oluokun and coach Heath Farwell providing expert instruction. 


Finally, following the extremely successful live event in Dublin, Jaguars UK a JagTag Skills session with our delivery partner Sherpa Kids. 150 
kids “ae 9-12 were excited and delighted by the Sanipeciiye games played at the end of the session - as were all the aes? daguers!

The impact of the Jacksonville Jaguars truly goes beyond football. Our players, coaches and staff are committed to this community and to making 
greater Jacksonville a place where all residents can find opportunity. 


To ensure a community-first mindset, there are several initiatives we focus on through the Jaguars Foundation to strengthen our community and 
the neighborhoods in which we live, work and play. Our community impact is centered around three distinct pillars: neighborhood revitalization, 
youth development, and league-wide initiatives, including support for the military, cancer awareness and prevention, social justice, Hispanic 
heritage and non-profit engagement. 


Last year, we were shaken by the senseless racially motivated shooting that tragically ended the lives of three of our fellow residents, just 
minutes from the stadium, in Jacksonville's New Town community. In the immediate aftermath of this tragedy, our players and staff quickly 
organized a food distribution event for the people of New Town. Additionally, the Jaguars Foundation, along with the NFL Foundation and other 
local organizations, honored the victims and heroes at the Jaguars’ home opener, and presented a donation of $1.1 million in support of the New 
Town residents for food security, victims, and long-term community support and advocacy. 


In 2023, the Jaguars Foundation also answered our calling in the same tradition we have served our community over the years. We invested in 
scholarships that support high school female football athletes pursuing higher education, provided grants for 11 military and veteran-serving 
organizations through our partnership with the city’s Veterans Resource and Reintegration Center; and committed hundreds of hours of community 
service with our players, staff, corporate partners and fans. 


Since 2012, we have committed $35 million in local grants earmarked to individuals and organizations making a difference in our community 
under the pillars we embrace. It is a privilege to give back to Jacksonville, both through financial donations and volunteerism. Thank you for your 
continuous support of this organization and our mission. We are honored to be your hometown team and trusted community partner. We look 
forward to what the new year will bring and how we can continue building a better Jacksonville together.

We believe when neighborhoods thrive, so do their residents and ultimately communities. The Khan family and the Jaguars Foundation made 
a $1.3 million donation to LIFT JAX and its work with the Historic Eastside Community Development Corporation (CDC) to help support and 
revitalize Jacksonville’s OUTEAST neighborhood. 


. Flossie Brunson Eastside Park Playground Grand Re-Opening - In April, the Jaguars and LIFT JAX hosted the grand re-opening of the 
playground at Flossie Brunson Eastside Park, giving families a place to gather and enjoy the outdoors. The 7.4-acre park features new 
playground equipment, a baseball field, two basketball courts and a multi-use field. 

¢ The Melanin Market -The Melanin Market was established in the OUTEAST community to support local minority-owned businesses, nonprofit 
organizations and local artists. The Jaguars are proud to support the Melanin Market and the opportunities it provides for area businesses 
and residents.

New Town Support - In the aftermath of the racially motivated shooting that took place in August, the Jaguars Foundation, the NFL Foundation 
and other local organizations came together to raise $1.1 million for the First Coast Relief Fund in support of the New Town community and 
the victims. In addition, the Jaguars hosted a food distribution in New Town, alongside the Jacksonville Sheriff's Office, JaxPAL, Kids Hope 
Alliance and Feeding Northeast Florida, to support the families and surrounding community. 

. Community Fields - The Jaguars, alongside the NFL Foundation, have invested in constructing and refurbishing 18 community fields across 
Jacksonville, giving kids and families safe and accessible spaces to enjoy sports and the outdoors. This past year, the Jaguars were able to 
help bring two new community fields to Jacksonville by partnering with the Cal Ripken, Sr. Foundation and the City of Jacksonville to bring a 
new state-of-the-art multipurpose field to Clanzel T. Brown Boys & Girls Club on the Northside.

THE SHIPYARDS 


For over a century, the Jacksonville Shipyards located across the 
street from EverBank Stadium bustled with activity as an economic 
port of call. Today, the Shipyards is buzzing with activity once again 
while undergoing the construction of the six-story Class-A office 
building which will serve as the future headquarters for Jaguars’ 
business staff; and the Four Seasons Hotel and Private Residences, 
which will consist of 170 hotel rooms and 26 residential units, plus 
amenities like restaurants, a spa, pools and more. The site will also 
house a 6,000-square-foot marina support building, public event lawn 
and city-owned marina along the Northbank Riverwalk of the St. Johns 
River. The project is a $300 million private investment by Iguana and is 
anticipated to see completion in Summer 2026. 


MILLER ELECTRIC CENTER 


In June 2023, the City of Jacksonville and the Jacksonville Jaguars 
opened the Miller Electric Center, a 125,000 square-foot state-of-the-art 
facility which houses the team’s football staff and football operations. 
Located adjacent to EverBank Stadium, the sports performance facility 
is comprised of two outdoor full-size grass practice fields with shaded 
public viewing stands, an indoor field, players’ locker rooms, training 
and medical facilities, office space, an NFL draft room and team store.

SEASONS WITH JAGUARS: 13 


Shad Khan, described in a Forbes magazine cover story in 2012 as the “New Face of the American Dream,” and later by the same magazine as 
one of the world’s greatest living business minds, saw his goal of owning an NFL team become reality on Dec. 14, 2011, in a unanimous 32-0 
vote by NFL owners in support of his purchase of the franchise. 


A naturalized U.S. citizen, Khan arrived alone from Pakistan in 1967 at age 16 to study at the University of Illinois. With a B.S. in industrial 
engineering in 1971, he quickly ascended to engineering manager at Flex-N-Gate, then a small automotive parts manufacturer in Urbana, 
Illinois. In 1978, Khan left and with $13,000 in savings and $50,000 from the Small Business Loan Corporation, he created the start-up Bumper 
Works, which revolutionized manufacturing through an innovative one-piece bumper design that remains the industry standard. When Flex-N- 
Gate came on the market two years later, Khan purchased his former employer, brought Bumper Works into the fold and in the decades that 
followed built the company into the global leader it is today. 


Flex-N-Gate is currently ranked by Automotive News as the eighth largest original equipment supplier in North America, the 49th largest 
supplier in Europe and the 36th largest supplier in the world. Flex-N-Gate employs nearly 26,000 people at 78 manufacturing facilities and five 
advanced product development centers throughout the United States, Canada, China, Mexico, Argentina, Italy, Germany, France and Spain. 


Khan's passion for the National Football League took root long before his entry into the league. His dream of one day owning an NFL team 
began while watching games with his fraternity brothers at the Beta Theta Pi house as a student at the University of Illinois. After closing on 
the purchase of the Jaguars on Jan. 4, 2012, Khan has been an active owner on NFL matters, a fan-friendly owner for the Jaguars and a 
tireless supporter for the continued advancement of the Jacksonville community, particularly its downtown. 


Khan chairs two important NFL committees - the Legalized Sports Betting Committee, to which he was appointed chairman in 2018, as well as 
the influential Business Ventures Committee, which he has led since 2016. Khan also sits on the NFL Network Committee, the Finance 
Committee and the Health and Safety Committee, and his vision for international growth, both for his Jaguars and the NFL, has been celebrated 
throughout sports and business circles as being the only team owner who made a long-term commitment to annually play in the important 
London and UK market. His initial four-year agreement to play one home game in each season from 2013 to 2016 was extended through the 
current 2024 season with the home game again being played at Wembley Stadium, the national stadium of England. 


In 2013, Khan complemented his sports club portfolio with his purchase of Fulham Football Club, established in 1879 as the oldest professional 
club in London. Fulham’s famed home ground, Craven Cottage, will soon see the completion of a spectacular renovation with the introduction 
of Fulham Pier - a one-of-a-kind mixed use destination that will also serve as the club’s new spectator stand on the banks of the River 
Thames. Fulham has finished comfortably in the mid-table of the English Premier League the past two seasons. 


In September 2016, Khan purchased full ownership of Four Seasons Hotel Toronto, regarded universally as one of the premier destinations in 
the luxury hotel segment anywhere in the world. The property, located in the fashionable Yorkville neighborhood, continues to be managed by 
Four Seasons Hotels and Resorts and deepens Khan's roots in Canada, where Flex-N-Gate operates 11 plants in Ontario. 


In 2019, Khan and his son Tony launched All Elite Wrestling (AEW), the professional wrestling league giving fans a fresh, new wrestling 
experience for the first time in decades with its world-class talent and storytelling. AEW produces successful pay-per-view events each 
quarter and broadcasts three television shows each week, “AEW: Dynamite” on Wednesday nights on TBS, “AEW: Rampage” on Friday nights 
on TNT and “AEW: Collision” on Saturday nights on TNT, all of which are available in 140 countries worldwide. AEW was recently valued at $2 
billion by Forbes. 


In Jacksonville, Khan’s belief in the potential of downtown helped lead to the Jaguars’ new sports performance home, the Miller Electric 
Center. Adjacent to EverBank Stadium, the Miller Electric Center is the result of a public-private partnership between Khan and was opened 
this year as a 125,000 square-foot facility that will house all of the team’s football staff and football operations including locker rooms, training 
and medical facilities, office space and a draft room. The complex includes two full-size grass practice fields as well as one indoor field along 
with shaded public viewing stands, concession areas and a team Store. 


The Miller Electric Center is the initial stage of the 1* DownTown Jacksonville effort to spur development of the nearby Jacksonville Shipyards 
and create a path toward the Stadium of the Future, whose plans were introduced in 2023 with private-public partnership funding approved by 
the City of Jacksonville in June 2024. The $1.4 billion stadium renovation project is anticipated to begin in 2025, with completion targeted for 
2028. 


Iguana Investments, Khan’s affiliate real estate and development entity led by his daughter Shanna, is spearheading the Jacksonville 
Shipyards project that includes the highly anticipated Four Seasons Hotel and Private Residences Jacksonville, a restored Met Park, a 
modernized marina and a six-story office building, all of which will create hundreds of new jobs, generate vital tourism revenue, attract 
residents and spark additional opportunities for emerging local businesses. Iguana also became owner and manager in 2022 of the locally 
beloved Seahorse Oceanfront Inn and Lemon Bar in nearby Neptune Beach. 


Khan and his wife, Ann, are philanthropic leaders both in Jacksonville as well as in Illinois, where they met as students while attending the 
University of Illinois. Since 2012, the Khans have focused their charitable giving in the Jacksonville community through the Jaguars 
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Foundation. Through the Foundation, they provided more than $36.2 million in grants since 2012, including $18.8 million the past five years. 
These grants support youth development, neighborhood revitalization, military and veterans programs, and other NFL and team-related 
initiatives. 

Significant grant support has been provided for key initiatives. The Khan family's strong commitment to our military and veterans includes a 
$1.7 million partnership with the City of Jacksonville's Veterans Resource and Reintegration Center at City Hall, now in its ninth year of 
operation. A major contribution was made to the Baptist Health Foundation resulting in a $2.3 million endowment to help bring the nationally 
renowned MD Anderson Cancer Center to the Baptist Health downtown campus in Jacksonville. Khan and the Jaguars Foundation also 
responded to the devastation wrought in northeast Florida by Hurricane Irma in 2017 with a gift of $1 million to the United Way of Northeast 
Florida’s First Coast Relief Fund and donated 5,000 tickets to the Jaguars’ home opener to first responders and local residents impacted by the 
hurricane. 


In 2020, Khan donated $1 million to Jacksonville-area efforts dedicated to COVID-19 relief and response. And, most recently, the Khan family 
made a personal commitment of $5 million to the Jacksonville Museum of Science and History (MOSH) for its capital campaign to build a new 
state-of-the-art interactive museum on the north bank of downtown Jacksonville, while the Jaguars Foundation made a $1 million contribution 
on behalf of the Khan family to LIFT JAX in support of the major community revitalization efforts of the OUTEAST neighborhood, neighboring 
EverBank Stadium. 


Additionally, in 2023 the Jaguars Foundation provided a $250,000 grant to support the opening of a new Boys & Girls Club in the OUTEAST 
neighborhood in August 2023. The Jaguars Foundation has also made a half-million dollar contribution on behalf of the Khan family toward the 
Jacksonville Blue Zones, a city-wide initiative to promote health and well-being in the community. 


On Dec. 16, 2018, Khan, an immigrant himself who became a naturalized US citizen, joined 65 North Florida residents originally from 38 
different countries as they took their final step in saying the “Oath of Allegiance” in front of 65,000 fans to officially become Naturalized U.S. 
Citizens at halftime of the Jaguars’ home game against Washington. It marked the first-ever U.S. citizenship ceremony held during an NFL 
game; a tradition Khan has continued during a Jaguars home game every season since. 


Khan shares his passion for the American dream with his family, and he and his wife Ann have passed on their commitment to work and 
service to their two grown children, Tony and Shanna.

Tony Khan, a thought leader in the world of sports analytics and insights, enters his 13th season with the Jaguars and his fourth in the capacity 
of chief football strategy officer. 


Under Khan’s guidance, the Jaguars created a Football Technology and Analytics group in 2012. In addition to being a valued asset to the 
coaching and scouting departments, the analytics team also explores new technology and its applications within all areas of the Jaguars 
organization, including player development, injury prevention, game analysis and player evaluation. 


Khan, who with his father Shad Khan is an owner of Fulham Football Club of the English Premier League, was named Fulham’s vice chairman 
and director of football operations in February 2017. 


Over the past seven years at Fulham, Khan has played an integral role in the identification, recruitment and signing of players while continuing 
to oversee the club’s statistical research department, which he created in 2015 to analyze football player performance and develop proprietary 
football performance. Fulham won the SkyBet Championship in 2021-2022 to earn promotion to the English Premier League, where the club 
has finished comfortably in the midtable the past two seasons. 


Khan shook the world of sports and entertainment in January 2019 with the launch of All Elite Wrestling (AEW), a new professional wrestling 
league that has taken the sports and entertainment industry by storm. As CEO, GM and Head of Creative, Khan has led the company to defy 
expectations with its meteoric rise, world-class roster, pop culture infiltration and highly entertaining product that draws the youngest-skewing 
wrestling audience on television. Under Khan's leadership, AEW produces successful pay-per-view events each quarter and broadcasts three 
television shows each week, “AEW: Dynamite” on Wednesday nights on TBS, “AEW: Rampage” on Friday nights on TNT and “AEW: Collision” on 
Saturday nights on TNT, all of which are available in 140 countries worldwide. 


Khan also is the owner and chairman of TruMedia Networks, a Boston-based engineering firm specializing in sports analytics solutions for 
leagues, franchises and media partners across the sports industry. Khan acquired TruMedia Networks in 2015, and under his ownership, the 
company has expanded its sports analytics engineering services, with clients including ESPN, the NFL, Zebra and over 60 percent of all Major 
League Baseball clubs. 


In 2018, Khan made a strategic investment into Activist, an entertainment company that protects and builds all aspects of an artist's career 
while leveraging their authentic voice and related platform in an effort to effect positive change. Activist, steered by industry leaders Bernie 
Cahill and Greg Suess, provides comprehensive management services for its clients including music management, talent and brand 
management, and film and TV development. 


Khan, who grew up in Champaign, Ill., is a frequent panelist at sports, entertainment and analytics conferences throughout North America. He 
graduated from the College of Business at the University of Illinois in 2007 with a Bachelor of Science degree in finance.

Shanna Khan is the driving force behind the Khan family’s diverse development projects and investment opportunities. For more than a 
decade, Shanna’s private investment fund Shanna Capital has been a successful and active lead investor and financing arranger in complex 
mixed-use residential and office real estate developments throughout the U.S. In the same period, Shanna’s bespoke design house - Shanna 
Collective - has advanced the practice of timeless value-engineered design and development in the fields of custom and multi-family 
residential; commercial; aviation and marine; luxury goods; and leisure, sports and hospitality. 


Ms. Khan is President and Chief Design Officer of Iguana Investments Florida, LLC. Shanna’s responsibilities include building and applying a 
world-class value-engineering-based design strategy across all components of the Four Seasons properties and the Jacksonville Shipyards, 
which are presently under construction on the north bank of the St. Johns River. These properties will form the centerpiece to the Shipyards, 
which will include a new six-story office building, revamped full-service marina, reinvigorated Metropolitan Park, modern marina services 
building and graceful walking paths connecting to a riverwalk running from Downtown Jacksonville to Metropolitan Park. 


Shanna leads the equity investment, financing, vision and design activities at 919 West Fulton, an 11-story, mixed use development 
representing the first major development in downtown Chicago in years. Through her work, 919 West Fulton recently received a prestigious 
Co-Star Impact Award for leasing deal of the year. The 919 West Fulton project follows her successful equity investment in Broadway Chapter, 
a five-story, multifamily community in Fort Worth, Texas. 


Shanna is both current president of, and the creative force behind, the recent unveiling of The Resort at Urbana Country Club, a three-level 
hotel offering world-class dining, incomparable spa and salon experiences, and luxurious suites and amenities, nestled in a charming country 
club setting unparalleled in Central Illinois or elsewhere the Midwest. She currently oversees an extensive renovation of the Club's classic 
Tom Bendelow-designed track which made its debut over a century ago. 


Ms. Khan also served as an independent director on the board of Yellowstone Acquisition Company (NYSE: YSAC, YSACU, YSACW), which in 
2022 completed a friendly successful takeover of Sky Harbour LLC (NYSE American: SKYH, SKYHWS), a developer of business aviation 
complexes. 


A director of the Jacksonville Jaguars Foundation and the Khan Foundation, Inc., Shanna has a robust history of charitable donations to 
institutions in Jacksonville and beyond, unified by her dedication to meaningful social and cultural advancement. In 2020, Ms. Khan and her 
family made a $5 million gift to the Museum of Science and History Genesis Campaign to help fund a new museum to be relocated to the 
Shipyards. She followed in 2024 with a $1 million gift to the Museum of Contemporary Art to lead the permanent acquisition of a $4.5M 
sculpture, Jacksonville Stacked Stars, created by the late and celebrated artist Frank Stella. 


Ms. Khan's deep love for animals speaks to her role on the Development Board at PAWS Chicago, a non-profit animal shelter organization 
based in Illinois. It also inspired her family’s recent $15 million donation serving the integrated oncology program at the University of Illinois 
Veterinary Teaching Hospital. 


Ms. Khan holds an honors-level Bachelor of Science in Accountancy degree from the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. Following her 
graduation, she served the U.S. House of Representatives as an Immigration and International Affairs Specialist, advising constituents and 
organizations on initiatives ranging from uniting families to fostering international business relations. Throughout her tenure, Ms. Khan 
facilitated joint initiatives between the U.S. State Department, Department of Homeland Security, USCIS, U.S. embassies and consular offices, 
and other international public service agencies. 


Shanna, with her father Shahid Khan and her brother Tony Khan, is an owner of Fulham Football Club of the English Premier League.

Mark Lamping was named president of the Jacksonville Jaguars on February 13, 2012. Now in his 31st year as an executive in professional 
sports, Lamping became the Jaguars’ first president since the end of the 1996 season and currently serves on the NFL Stadium Security and 
Fan Behavior Committee. 


Lamping's career highlights include 13 years as a marketing executive with Anheuser-Busch, 14 seasons as president of Major League 
Baseball's St. Louis Cardinals and four years as CEO of New Meadowlands Stadium Company, where he oversaw the construction and 
operation of MetLife Stadium, home to the New York Giants and New York Jets of the NFL. The Giants’ 2012 Super Bowl victory enabled 
Lamping to become one of the few sports executives to have received both a Super Bowl ring and World Series Championship ring. Lamping 
earned his World Series ring as president of the St. Louis Cardinals following their 2006 championship season. 


As president of the Jaguars, Lamping oversees all team business operations in addition to managing other initiatives driven by team owner 
Shad Khan. Examples of Lamping’s business impact include the team’s vast investment in London and the United Kingdom, the creation of 
Bold Events and 1st DownTown Jacksonville, and the highly anticipated Jacksonville Shipyards development that will feature a Four Seasons 
Hotel and Private Residences Jacksonville, a modernized public marina, a six-story office building, a restored Met Park and much more that 
will create hundreds of new jobs, generate vital tourism revenue and spark additional opportunities for emerging local businesses. Lamping 
also served as the team’s representative in negotiating an agreement in June 2024 with the City of Jacksonville on the proposed Stadium of 
the Future that will benefit the team, Downtown Jacksonville and Northeast Florida/Southeast Georgia for generations to come. 


Under Lamping’s direction and in partnership with the city, the Jaguars opened the Miller Electric Center in 2023 to serve as the new cutting- 
edge home for all Jaguars football operations. Lamping has also overseen many major fan-friendly enhancements to EverBank Stadium, 
including the installation of the world’s largest video boards in 2014, a comprehensive renovation of Stadium Club areas, the construction of 
the 5,500-seat Daily's Place amphitheater and numerous other amenities that have helped to transform and keep the stadium relevant for 
today’s sports and entertainment fan. 


In 2013, Lamping was named as a non-executive board member of Fulham Football Club in London, Khan’s Premier League club. 


Lamping previously served as president and CEO of the New Meadowlands Stadium Company, LLC, beginning in 2008. The New Meadowlands 
Stadium Company was the joint venture formed between the New York Giants and the New York Jets to develop the $1.6 billion stadium in East 
Rutherford, NJ. Lamping was responsible for managing the construction, sales, marketing and operation of MetLife Stadium, which opened in 
April 2010. In addition to numerous awards, in both 2010 and 2011, Billboard magazine named MetLife Stadium as the highest-grossing 
stadium in North America. Lamping also helped lead the successful bid to host the 2014 Super Bowl, which was the first Super Bowl played in 
an open-air stadium in a cold-weather city. 


Lamping was the president of the St. Louis Cardinals for 14 years, from September 1, 1994, until March 31, 2008. In addition to the club's 1996, 
2000, 2001, 2002 and 2005 Central Division titles and 2004 National League Championship, the Cardinals earned their 10th World 
Championship in 2006. In 1999 and again in 2003, the Cardinals were honored by United Sports Fans of America as Major League Baseball’s 
Fan Friendly Team for their superior efforts to make a day at the ballpark more affordable and enjoyable. In addition to managing the club's 
business and facility operations, Lamping led the Cardinals’ new ballpark initiative, and on April 10, 2006, the Cardinals officially dedicated the 
new ballpark, Busch Stadium. The perfect ending to the inaugural season at the new Busch Stadium came in October with the Cardinals 
winning their 10th World Championship. 


From 1989 to 1994 Lamping served as Anheuser-Busch's group director of sports marketing. In that position, he managed all domestic and 
international sports marketing activities for Anheuser-Busch’'s beer brands, including sponsorship agreements with the Olympics, FIFA World 
Cup and all major professional sports, including Major League Baseball, the National Football League, the National Hockey League and the 
National Basketball Association. Lamping also oversaw Bud Sports Productions, Anheuser-Busch’s television and radio sports production 
company.

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TRENT BAALKE 


GENERAL MANAGER

Trent Baalke was hired as the Jaguars general manager on Jan. 21, 2021. 


He originally joined the Jaguars in Feb. 2020 as the team's director of player personnel before being named the interim general manager on 
Nov. 29, 2020. 


In the 2024 draft, Baalke and the Jaguars selected WR Brian Thomas Jr. with the No. 23 overall pick. He only conducted one trade over the 
three-day draft, sending the No. 17 overall selection to the Minnesota Vikings for the No. 23 and 167 selections - and third- and fourth-round 
selections in the 2025 NFL Draft. 


Baalke and the Jaguars selected a franchise-record 13 players in the 2023 draft, including OL Anton Harrison with the No. 27 overall pick. 
Thanks to four trades triggered by Baalke, Jacksonville selected a franchise-record 10 players on day three of the NFL Draft. 


In Nov. 2022, Baalke engineered a trade with the Atlanta Falcons for WR Calvin Ridley. 


In the 2022 draft, Baalke and the Jaguars selected OLB Travon Walker as the number one overall pick. He subsequently led the Jaguars in 
reaching deals with an accomplished free agent class, including TE Evan Engram, WR Zay Jones, WR Christian Kirk, LB Foye Oluokun, OL 
Brandon Scherff, and CB Darious Williams. Baalke’s free-agent haul helped establish a culture in Jacksonville that withstood a 3-7 start before 
rebounding to win the AFC South (9-8) and defeat the Chargers in one of the greatest comebacks in NFL postseason history. 


Engram went on to set the franchise record in receptions and yards for a tight end. Jones recorded a personal mark for receptions (82) in a 
single season and, likewise, Kirk set personal highs in receptions (84) and touchdowns (8), as they helped take Jacksonville's offense to a new 
level. Oluokun and Scherff were both voted as captains for the 2022 season, and Williams provided vital veteran leadership for a defense that 
finished first in the league in passes defensed with 95. 


In his first draft as general manager in Jacksonville, Baalke and the Jaguars selected QB Trevor Lawrence with the first overall selection of the 
2021 draft. With the pick, Lawrence became the first No. 1 overall selection made by both Baalke and the Jaguars. The Clemson product set 
rookie franchise records in both completions (359) and passing yards (3,641) in his inaugural season with the Jaguars. Second-round selection 
CB Tyson Campbell finished his rookie season with 10 passes defensed, good for fifth all-time among rookies in franchise history. Seven of 
Baalke’s nine 2021 draft selections saw playing time during the 2021 season. 


Prior to arriving in Jacksonville, Baalke spent 12 seasons with the San Francisco 49ers, ascending to general manager (2011-16) after stints as 
western region scout (2005-07); director of player personnel (2008-09); and vice president of player personnel (2010). He was named Executive 
of the Year following the 2011 season by the Pro Football Writers of America and Pro Football Weekly after transforming a 6-10 team into a 
13-3 team in his first season as general manager with San Francisco. 


During Baalke’s tenure in the Bay Area, the 49ers appeared in three consecutive NFC Championship games (2011-13) and Super Bowl XLVII, 
while tallying a 5-3 postseason record. After Baalke began overseeing all player acquisitions in 2010, six acquired players accounted for nine 
All-Pro selections, while eight of those players earned Pro Bowl honors. Overall, the 49ers produced 24 All-Pro selections and 35 Pro Bowl 
nods from 2010-16. 


He previously spent four years with Washington's scouting staff, serving as the college scouting coordinator in his final season. From 2001-03, 
he was a national scout. Baalke began his NFL career as a personnel scout with the New York Jets from 1998-2000. 


Prior to his NFL career, Baalke worked as a defensive line and strength and conditioning coach at South Dakota State from 1990-95 before 
working as the athletic director at Shanley High School in Fargo, N.D. in 1996 and 1997. He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant 
at North Dakota State in 1989, helping the team finish with a 14-0 record and Division |] National Championship. 


The Rosendale, Wis. native earned a bachelor's degree in health and physical education at Bemidji State (Minn.), where he played outside 
linebacker and was an All-Northern Sun Conference and All-Midwest Region honoree. He and his wife, Beth, have two daughters, Katy and 
Cassie.

The Jacksonville Jaguars hired two-time Super Bowl champion and 
former NFL QB Doug Pederson as head coach on Feb. 3, 2022. 


In his first two seasons leading the Jaguars, Jacksonville produced a 
winning record in back-to-back seasons for the first time since 
2004-05. In 2023, the team finished 9-8 and second in the AFC South. 
OLB Josh Allen (17.5) and OLB Travon Walker (10.0) led the Jaguars 
in sacks in 2023. Their 27.5 combined sacks were the most among 
any duo in the NFL. QB Trevor Lawrence recorded 4,016 passing 
yards, while WR Calvin Ridley posted 1,016 receiving yards and RB 
Travis Etienne Jr. recorded 1,008 rushing yards. This marked the first 
time in franchise history Jacksonville had a 4,000-yard passer, 1,000- 
yard receiver and 1,000-yard rusher in consecutive seasons. In 2023, 
Pederson and the Jaguars also became the first team in NFL history 
to win two games overseas in a single season. 


In Pederson's first year as head coach of the Jaguars, he led the team 
to its first AFC South title and first playoff appearance since 2017. The 
Jaguars ranked first in the NFL in win differential from the 2021 to 
2022 season and also became just the third team since 1970 to draft 
first overall and win their division the following season. Pederson 
was named the NFL 101 AFC Coach of the Year and was one of three 
finalists for AP NFL Coach of the Year. 


Pederson, 564, joined the Jaguars after spending five seasons as the 
head coach (2016-20) of the Philadelphia Eagles, compiling a 46-39-1 
record during the regular season and postseason. During his time in 
Philadelphia, the Eagles made the postseason in three consecutive 
seasons (2017-19) and won two NFC East titles (2017 and 2019). In 
2017, Pederson led the Eagles to their first-ever Super Bowl 
Championship in Super Bowl LI! with a 41-33 victory against the 
Patriots. In Pederson’s tenure, 11 players earned Pro Bowl nods, 
including six players named to multiple Pro Bowls: C Jason Kelce 
(2016, 2019-20), G Brandon Brooks (2017-19), T Lane Johnson 
(2017-19), TE Zach Ertz (2017-19), DT Fletcher Cox (2016-20) and S 
Malcolm Jenkins (2017-18). 


Pederson was key in the development of QB Carson Wentz, who 
threw for 16,811 yards and 113 TDs from 2016-20. Wentz established 
several single-season franchise records during his time in 
Philadelphia, including in completions (388 in 2019), completion 
percentage (69.6 pct. in 2018), passing yards (4,039 in 2019) and 
passing touchdowns (33 in 2017) under Pederson’s tutelage. 


In 2020, Wentz threw for 2,620 yards and 16 TDs while rookie QB 


Jalen Hurts threw for 1,061 yards and six TDs. The Eagles posted the 
NFL's third-most sacks (49) with Pro Bowl DE Brandon Graham 
leading the team with 8.0 sacks. Philadelphia posted the league’s 
ninth-most rushing yards (126.7) led by RB Miles Sanders who 
finished his 2020 season with a team-high 867 rushing yards. 


In 2019, the Eagles claimed their second NFC East division title in 
Pederson’s tenure. Philadelphia made their third straight playoff 
appearance, posting four consecutive wins against divisional 
opponents to close the season. The team had six players earn Pro 
Bowl nods and finished in the top half of the NFL in both points per 
game and points allowed per game. Sanders set rookie records in all- 
purpose yards (1,327) and rushing yards (818) to lead the offense 
while three-time Pro Bowler Malcolm Jenkins led the defense with 80 
tackles. Pederson joined Andy Reid as the only head coaches in 
Philadelphia's history to earn three postseason berths in their first 
four seasons. 


In 2018, the Eagles offense ranked fifth in completions (422), eighth in 
passing yards (4,524) and eighth in passing yards per game (282.8) 
while Pederson’s defense ranked seventh in rushing defense (1,551), 
tied for eighth in sacks (44), eighth in first downs allowed (308) and 
ninth in touchdowns allowed (37). They finished the season with a 9-7 
record, earned a postseason berth and defeated the Bears in the Wild 
Card round. 


Pederson directed a historic campaign in 2017, as Philadelphia 
finished the regular season with a franchise-record-tying 13 wins, 
earned an NFC East title and the No. 1 seed in the NFC and delivered 
the first Super Bowl championship in Eagles history. Pederson 
became the eighth head coach in NFL history to win the Super Bowl in 
his first two seasons with a team and seventh to win the Super Bowl 
in his first playoff appearance. In 2017, Wentz earned Associated 
Press Second-Team All-Pro and Pro Bowl honors. From Weeks 1-14 - 
prior to suffering a season-ending injury - the second-year signal 
caller led the league in passing TDs (33), had the fourth-highest 
passer rating (101.9) and threw for the NFL's 10th-most passing 
yards (3,296). 


Following Wentz’s injury, Pederson prepared backup quarterback 
Nick Foles to take over Philadelphia's offense. Foles recorded a 100- 
plus passer rating in all three playoff contests, recorded the highest 
completion percentage (72.6 percent) in a single postseason in NFL 
history and garnered Super Bowl LI] MVP honors. 


As a first-year head coach in 2016, the Eagles finished with a 7-9 
record while Wentz set Eagles rookie records in passing yards 
(3,782), completions (379) and passing touchdowns (16). The defense 
ranked tied for fifth in rushing TDs allowed (10), sixth in first downs 
allowed (300), tied for ninth in interceptions (16), 10th in passes 
defensed (77) and 11th in opposing QB passer rating (85.7). 


Prior to arriving in Philadelphia, Pederson served as the offensive 
coordinator of the Kansas City Chiefs from 2013-15, helping the team 
post a 31-17 regular season record over three seasons. Pederson 
helped QB Alex Smith experience the most productive stretch of his 
career with three consecutive 3,000-yard seasons. 
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Before joining Kansas City, Pederson coached the quarterbacks in 
Philadelphia from 2011-12. In his first year in that role, Pederson saw 
Michael Vick become the second quarterback in NFL history to top the 
3,000-yard passing and 500-yard rushing plateaus in consecutive 
seasons. Vick set career highs in completions (253) and passing 
yards (3,303) while throwing the third-most touchdowns of his career 
(18). Pederson began his pro coaching career as offensive quality 
control coach with the Eagles from 2009-10. 


A 12-year NFL veteran, Pederson played quarterback for the Green 
Bay Packers, Miami Dolphins, Philadelphia Eagles and Cleveland 
Browns after originally being signed by the Dolphins as an undrafted 
rookie in 1991. He was coached by three of the most successful 


coaches in NFL history: Don Shula, Mike Holmgren and Andy Reid. 
Pederson played for Green Bay from 1996-98 and 2001-04 and was 
part of Packer teams that won Super Bowl XXxXI, two NFC 
Championships (1996 and 1997) and six division titles. 


The Bellingham, Wash. native attended Northeast Louisiana (now 
Louisiana Monroe), where he was a three-year starter at quarterback. 
He finished his career with 6,445 yards and 33 touchdowns on 571- 
of-1,032 passing.

Press Taylor enters his third season as the offensive coordinator for 
the Jacksonville Jaguars in 2024. In 2023, for the second consecutive 
season, Jacksonville's offense finished with a 4,000-yard passer 
(Trevor Lawrence), 1,000-yard receiver (Calvin Ridley) and 1,000-yard 
rusher (Travis Etienne Jr.). The Jaguars offense also finished the 
2023 regular season in the top ten in passing offense (ninth) for the 
second straight season after finishing 10th in 2022. In Taylor’s two 
seasons as offensive coordinator, the Jaguars offense has finished 
third (404) and seventh (377) in total points in a season in franchise 
history. 

In 2022, he helped the offense record the most scrimmage yards in 
franchise history en route to the AFC South title. The Jaguars were 
one of only two teams in the NFL to have three players with 70 or 


more receptions (WR Zay Jones, WR Christian Kirk, TE Evan Engram). 


Jacksonville’s 2022 offense finished in the top three in franchise 
history in several categories including completion percentage (66.1%, 
first), first downs (352, first) and total points (404, third). 


Taylor spent the 2021 season as a senior offensive assistant with the 
Indianapolis Colts after spending eight seasons (2013-20) in a variety 
of roles with the Philadelphia Eagles. In his lone season with the 
Colts, he helped the Colts become one of six offensive units in the 
NFL to boast a 1,000-yard rusher (RB Jonathan Taylor; 1,811 yards) 
and 1,000-yard receiver (WR Michael Pittman Jr.; 1,082 yards). The 
Colts ranked second in rushing yards per game (149.4) and tied for 
ninth in points per game (26.5). 


From 2013-20, Taylor served in a variety of roles with Philadelphia 
and worked with now-Jaguars Head Coach Doug Pederson from 
2016-20. He got his start as an offensive quality control coach 
(2013-15) before being promoted to offensive quality 
control/assistant quarterbacks coach (2016-17). Taylor was once 


again elevated after the 2017 season as he became the quarterbacks 
coach for two seasons (2018-19) before adding passing game 
coordinator to his title in 2020. During his tenure in Philadelphia, the 
Eagles won three division titles and Super Bowl LII. 


While in Philadelphia, Taylor coached QB Carson Wentz who became 
one of six quarterbacks in NFL history to throw for 20-plus 
touchdowns and 10-or-fewer interceptions in three consecutive 
seasons (2017-19), joining Tom Brady, Drew Brees, Peyton Manning, 
Aaron Rodgers and Russell Wilson. He helped guide Wentz to single- 
season franchise records in completions (388 in 2019), completion 
percentage (49.6 percent in 2018), passing yards (4,039 in 2019) and 
passing touchdowns (33 in 2017). 


In his first season as quarterbacks coach in 2018, he also coached QB 
Nick Foles, who started five games and led the Eagles to three wins 
to finish the regular season. Foles was named NFC Offensive Player 
of the Week in Week 16 after he completed 35-of-49 passes for 471 
yards and four touchdowns with one interception for a 120.4 passer 
rating. Foles also tied an NFL record with 25 consecutive completions 
in a Week 17 win at Washington. 


In 2017, Taylor helped Wentz earn Second Team All-Pro honors and 
his first career Pro Bowl selection after he started 13 games and 
completed 265-of-440 passes for 3,296 yards and a franchise single- 
season record 33 touchdowns with only seven interceptions for a 
101.9 passer rating. He also coached Foles, who recorded three 
100.0-plus passer rating playoff games and led Philadelphia to its 
first championship while earning Super Bowl LII MVP honors. 


As offensive quality control coach from 2013-15, Philadelphia ranked 
third in the NFL in total offense (392.8), fourth in rushing offense 
(131.1), sixth in scoring offense (23.9), sixth in touchdowns (132) and 
eighth in passing offense (261.5) during that span. In 2014, the Eagles 
set single-season franchise records in points (474), touchdowns (54), 
passing yards (4,581) and first downs (356). 


Prior to joining Philadelphia, Taylor served as a graduate 
assistant/quarterbacks coach for two seasons (2011-12) at Tulsa, 
where he helped the Golden Hurricane win the 2012 Conference USA 
Championship and Liberty Bowl title after finishing with a 10-3 
record. In 2011, he worked with QB G.J. Kinne, who threw for over 
3,000 yards and had 28 touchdowns. 


Taylor played collegiately at Marshall (2009-2010) and Butler (Kan.) 
Community College (2007-08). He helped Butler back-to-back Junior 
College National Championships in 2007 and 2008. While at Butler, he 
recorded a 17-1 record as a starter and served as the team’s captain. 


A native of Norman, Okla., Taylor attended Norman High School. He 
and his wife, Brooklyn, have two daughters, Teale and Carolina Leigh, 
and two sons, Woods and Billy. His father, Sherwood, played and 
coached at Oklahoma, while his brother, Zac, is currently the head 
coach of the Cincinnati Bengals.

Ryan Nielsen, a 21-year coaching veteran including eight years in the 
NEL, is in his first season as defensive coordinator for the 
Jacksonville Jaguars. 


Nielsen spent the 2023 season with the Atlanta Falcons as defensive 
coordinator, where the defense finished the regular season tied for 
the second-most forced fumbles in the NFL (18) and ranked ninth in 
total tackles across the league (1,076). Nielsen coached S Jessie 
Bates III, who earned 2023 Pro Bowl honors, as well as Week 1 and 
Week 12 NFC Defensive Player of the Week honors. Bates III also 
became the second player since 2000 to record double-digit tackles, 
two interceptions and a forced fumble in a single game, joining Nedu 
Ndukwe in 2007. Under Nielsen's lead, the Falcons ended the regular 
season as the third Falcons unit since 2000 to record 40-plus sacks in 
a season. 


Before Atlanta, Nielsen served as the co-defensive coordinator and 
defensive line coach for the New Orleans Saints. In Nielsen's tenure, 
the Saints did not allow a 100-yard rusher in an NFL-record 55 
regular-season and postseason games between 2017 and 2020 and 
finished in the top four in run defense in four of the past five seasons. 


During his time in New Orleans (2017-21), the Saints defense led the 
NFL in fewest opponent rushing yards per game (7,622) and tied for 
the fewest opponent yards per rush (4.0). Additionally, New Orleans 
ranked sixth in fewest total points allowed during Nielsen's five 


seasons. In his six seasons working with New Orleans’ defensive line, 
Cameron Jordan was named to six Pro Bowls, earned second-team 
All-Pro honors twice and became the first Saints defensive lineman to 
earn first-team All-Pro honors in franchise history. Nielsen also 
worked with two-time Pro Bowl defensive end Trey Hendrickson, who 
had a career season in 2020 with New Orleans. Hendrickson finished 
with 25 total tackles, 13.5 sacks and 25 quarterback hits under 
Nielsen's tutelage in 2020. 


Prior to joining the Saints, Nielsen served as the defensive 
line/recruiting coordinator/run game coordinator at North Carolina 
State for four seasons (2013-16). In 2016, the Wolfpack ranked eighth 
in the nation in rushing defense and led the ACC, limiting opponents 
to 108.6 rushing yards per game — the school’s best mark since 2004. 
Junior defensive end Bradley Chubb recorded 22 tackles for loss, 
fourth-most in the country, and 11.0 sacks, fourth-most in the ACC. 
Chubb earned second-team All-ACC honors that season. 


A Broyles Award candidate in 2015 and 2016, given annually to 
college football’s top assistant coach, Nielsen earned this recognition 
tutoring a Wolfpack defensive line that was part of a defense that 
ranked 29th in the nation in opponent net yards per game. Defensive 
end Mike Rose was a second-team All-ACC selection after he finished 
second in the ACC in sacks and ninth in tackles for loss. In the 2018 
NFL Draft, four linemen who Nielsen coached in Raleigh - Chubb, B.J. 
Hill, Justin Jones and Kentavius Street - were all selected. 


Nielsen coached at Northern Illinois from 2011-12, including a 2012 
season where he was the co-defensive coordinator/defensive 
line/recruiting coordinator and helped the Huskies to the 
GoDaddy.com Bowl. Two defensive linemen were first-team All-MAC 
selections in 2012 - Sean Progar and Alan Baxter - while Nabal 
Jefferson was a National Scholar-Athlete and finalist for the 2012 
William V. Campbell Trophy. In 2011, Nielsen coached Progar and 
Ron Newcomb to All-Mid American Conference honors. 


Serving as the defensive line/special teams coach at Tennessee- 
Martin in 2010, the Skyhawks led the Ohio Valley Conference in total 
defense. From 2008-09, Nielsen was the defensive coordinator and 
coached the defensive line and linebackers at Central Connecticut 
State. In 2009, Central Connecticut won the Northeast Conference 
title. Nielsen served as the defensive line coach at the University of 
Mississippi from 2005-07 under Ed Orgeron, following one season at 
the University of Idaho (2004), where he coached two freshman ALL- 
Americans. Mississippi defensive linemen led the Southeastern 
Conference in sacks twice during his three-year stint. 


Nielsen got his start in coaching as a volunteer assistant at his alma 
mater, the University of Southern California in 2002. Nielsen, a Simi 
Valley, Calif. native who started 30 games at defensive tackle at USC 
from 1998-2001, finished his college career with 107 career tackles 
and was voted the team’s Defensive Lineman of the Year in 1999. He 
graduated with a bachelor’s degree in public policy in 2002 and went 
to training camp with the Philadelphia Eagles. He played for the 
Arena Football League’s Los Angeles Avengers in 2004.

Heath Farwell, who just finished his eighth season coaching in the 
NEL, enters his third season with the Jaguars as the team’s special 
teams coordinator. 


In 2023, he helped K Brandon McManus convert 30 of 37 field goal 
attempts and be named October AFC Special Teams Player of the 
Month after converting 12 field goals on 12 attempts, four of which 
from at least 50 yards. Under Farwell's guidance, LS Ross Matiscik 
received multiple honors for the first time in his career. He was 
named to the 2024 Pro Bowl Games and received first-team 
Associated Press All-Pro and first-team NFL Players Association All- 
Pro honors. Matiscik led all long snappers with eight solo tackles and 
became the first long snapper since 2005 to record one tackle, one 
forced fumble and one fumble recovery in a single game. Farwell 
helped P Logan Cooke set a franchise record of total punts inside the 
20-yard line (162) after finishing with 29 during the 2023 season, 
passing P Bryan Barker (151). 


In 2022, he helped K Riley Patterson convert 30 of 35 field goal 
attempts, including a game-tying field goal against the Cowboys to 
send the game into overtime and a game-winning field goal in the 
Wild Card Playoff game against the Chargers. LB Caleb Johnson was 
tied for second in the league with 16 special teams tackles. WR and 
returner Jamal Agnew was named to the 2023 Pro Bowl Games. In 
two playoff games last season, Agnew had seven kickoff returns for 
265 yards (37.9 avg), including a long of 63 yards against Kansas City 
in the Divisional Round. 


Farwell spent the previous three seasons (2019-21) as the Bills 
special teams coordinator after stops with the Panthers and 


Seahawks. 


In 2021, Farwell coached K Tyler Bass, who made 28-of-32 field goal 
attempts, including a 57-yard field goal (tied for seventh-longest in 
the NFL last season). Farwell also worked with P Matt Haack, who 
finished the season with a 42.9 gross punting average and placed 18 
punts inside the 20. WR Isaiah McKenzie ranked sixth in the NFL in 
kick return average (24.3). 


In 2020, Bills P Corey Bojorquez led the NFL in gross punting average 
(50.8) and ranked fifth in net punting average (44.0). In addition, Bass 
set multiple team records, including points scored (141) and field 
goals in a single game (six). Bass also set the NFL record for the 
longest field goal by a rookie in postseason history (54 yards). 
Farwell helped WR Andre Roberts lead the league in yards per kick 
return (30.03) and earn Pro Bowl and Second-Team All-Pro 
recognition. The Bills special teams unit held opponents to an 
average of 17.9 yards per kickoff return, the third-lowest in the 
league, in 2020. 


In his first year as Buffalo's special teams coordinator in 2019, 
Roberts ranked fourth in the league with 704 kickoff return yards. 
Bojorquez tied for third in the NFL with 34 punts inside the 20. 


Prior to joining Buffalo, Farwell was the assistant special teams 
coach with the Panthers in 2018 and helped Carolina hold opponents 
to 406 kickoff return yards during the regular season, ranking fourth 
in the league. 


In 2017, Farwell worked as a coaching assistant/assistant special 
teams coach with the Seahawks. Seattle accumulated 1,004 kickoff 
return yards and one return TD. 


Prior to his coaching career, Farwell played linebacker for the 
Minnesota Vikings (2005-10) before joining the Seattle Seahawks 
(2011-14). With Seattle, he served as the special teams captain when 
the Seahawks won Super Bowl XLVIII. 


Farwell began his collegiate career at San Jose State in 2000 before 
transferring to San Diego State (2002-04) and playing in the NFL. 
Farwell was born in Corona, Calif., and he and his wife, Julie, have 
two sons, Brock and Beau, and a daughter, Dylan.

Phil Rauscher is in his third season with the Jacksonville Jaguars as 
the team’s offensive line coach. For the 2024 season, he will also 


serve as run game coordinator. 


In 2023, Rauscher led an offensive line unit that had the 10th-lowest 
sack percentage (6.2) and the sixth-fewest pressures allowed (210, 
according to PFF). Jaguars 2023 first-round draft pick (27th overall) 
OL Anton Harrison ranked first in fewest pressures allowed (22 
according to PFF) among rookies who participated in all 17 games. 
Jaguars RB Travis Etienne Jr. recorded his second consecutive 1,000- 
yard rushing season in 2023. His 1,008 rushing yards ranked sixth 


among running backs in the AFC. 


En route to the AFC South division title in 2022, the offensive line 
gave up only 28 sacks for a sack percentage of 4.49, fourth in the NFL. 
The offensive line paved the way for Etienne to be fourth in the NFL 
among all running backs in yards per carry (5.1) and fourth in 
franchise history for rushing yards in a player's first 17 games 


(1,125). 


Before coming to Jacksonville, Rauscher spent two seasons as a 
member of the Minnesota Vikings coaching staff. Rauscher served as 
the assistant offensive line coach in 2020 before being promoted to 
offensive line coach in 2021. 


In 2021, the Vikings offensive line, led by Rauscher, allowed 30 sacks, 
the fifth-fewest in the NFL. RB Dalvin Cook rushed for 1,159 yards 
behind the Vikings offensive line and was selected to the Pro Bowl for 
the third straight season. In addition, OT Brian O’Neill was a Pro Bowl 
selection, his first Pro Bowl since being drafted in 2018. In 2020, the 
Vikings offense ranked fourth in the NFL in total offense and fifth in 
rushing offense. Cook posted a career-high 1,557 yards rushing and 
16 TDs, ranking second in the NFL in rushing yardage. The offense 
scored 55 TDs in 2020, the second-most TDs generated by a Vikings 
offense in franchise history. Cook earned a Pro Bowl berth and All- 
Pro accolades during the campaign. 


Rauscher spent the 2018-19 seasons with the Washington 
Commanders. He was promoted from assistant offensive line coach to 
offensive line coach when Bill Callahan was appointed interim head 
coach prior Washington's sixth game of the season. In the 11 games 
Rauscher served as the offensive line coach, the team totaled 1,239 
rushing yards and 4.62 yards per carry, eighth-highest in the NFL. 
The offensive line helped RB Adrian Peterson become the first 
Washington running back to eclipse 1,000 rushing yards since 2014. 


Prior to joining the Commanders, Rauscher spent three seasons in 
Denver as an offensive assistant from 2015-2017, winning Super Bowl 
50 in 2015. 


Prior to his tenure in Denver, Rauscher spent one season as the 
offensive coordinator and offensive line coach at California Lutheran 
following two seasons as tight ends coach and recruiting coordinator 
at Hawaii from 2012-13. 


Rauscher spent the 2011 season at the University of Utah, where he 
was an administrative assistant and tight ends coach. Prior to his 
time at Utah, he served as offensive coordinator at Dixie State 
University in 2010. After earning his bachelor’s degree in history, 
Rauscher served as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, UCLA, 
from 2008-09, assisting with the tight ends. Rauscher began his 
coaching career at UCLA in 2006 as an undergraduate assistant and 
earned three letters as an offensive lineman before injuries cut his 
playing career short.

Mike McCoy enters his 22nd season as a coach in the NFL and third 
season with the Jaguars as the team’s quarterbacks coach. In 2023, 
QB Trevor Lawrence surpassed 4,000 passing yards for the second 
consecutive year and also eclipsed 10,000 career passing yards, 
becoming the third-youngest player in NFL history to reach 10,000 
passing yards. Last season, Lawrence had eight consecutive games 
with at least 20 completions, which set a single-season franchise 
record. 


In 2022, McCoy helped QB Trevor Lawrence improve in every major 
passing category from Lawrence's rookie year to his second 
campaign. Lawrence produced his first 4,000-yard passing season in 
the NFL. He finished the regular season completing 387 passes on 
584 attempts for 4,113 yards. He threw 25 touchdowns against just 
eight interceptions. Lawrence became the third quarterback in 
franchise history to throw for at least 4,000 yards in a season, joining 
Blake Bortles (2015) and Mark Brunnell (1996). His four passing 
touchdowns in the Wild Card round against the Chargers were also a 
single-game postseason franchise record. 


Before coming to Jacksonville, he most recently served as the 
offensive coordinator for the Arizona Cardinals in 2018 and the 
Denver Broncos in 2017. He brings 21 years of NFL coaching 
experience, including four seasons as the head coach for the San 
Diego Chargers (2013-16). 


While with Arizona, McCoy helped QB Josh Rosen complete 217 
passes for 2,278 yards and 11 TDs in his rookie season. WR Larry 
Fitzgerald recorded a team-high 69 receptions for 734 yards and six 
TDs. In addition, under McCoy's tutelage, the Cardinals rushing attack 
posted 1,342 yards and nine TDs led by RB David Johnson, who 
played in all 16 games and rushed for 940 yards and seven TDs. 


In 2017, he joined the Broncos in his second stint as an offensive 
coordinator in Denver and helped RB CJ Anderson finish ninth in the 


NFL in rushing yards (1,007). 


In McCoy's four seasons as head coach of the Chargers (2013-16), San 
Diego's offense ranked ninth in the league in total offense (365.9 
yards per game) and second in third-down percentage (44.6 percent). 
In addition, McCoy's group had a top-10 passing attack each season. 
San Diego qualified for the postseason in McCoy's first season (2013) 
and beat the Bengals in the Wild Card round. 


Chargers QB Philip Rivers finished with his three highest single- 
season completion percentage marks under McCoy while averaging 
more than 31 TD passes per year. Rivers earned Comeback Player of 
the Year honors from the Associated Press in 2013 after completing a 
career-best and NFL-high 69.5 percent of his passes for 4,478 yards 
with 32 TDs and 11 INTs (105.5 rating). 


Prior to his tenure as head coach in San Diego, McCoy served as the 
Broncos offensive coordinator for four seasons (2009-12). During his 
final year in Denver in 2012, the Broncos tied Seattle for the NFL's 
best record at 13-3 in QB Peyton Manning's first season with the 
team. The Broncos featured the NFL's fourth-ranked offense and fifth- 
ranked passing attack as Manning earned Comeback Player of the 
Year honors after passing for a then franchise-record 4,659 yards 
with 37 TDs. 


In 2011, the Broncos led the NFL with a franchise record 2,632 
rushing yards. They earned a postseason berth and Wild Card victory 
with Tim Tebow at quarterback, marking the first of back-to-back 
playoff appearances (2011-12). Tebow finished that season with 660 
rushing yards, the most by a quarterback in team history, while RB 
Willis McGahee tied for the NFL lead with seven 100-yard rushing 
games and earned his second career Pro Bowl selection after rushing 
for 1,199 yards. 


McCoy oversaw the NFL’s seventh-ranked passing attack in 2010 as 
QB Kyle Orton finished fourth in the league averaging 281 passing 
yards per game. Lloyd led the NFL with 1,448 receiving yards and 
earned his first Pro Bowl selection while also becoming just the 
fourth wide receiver in team history to be named All-Pro. In 2009, 
Marshall tied for third in the NFL with 101 receptions, including an 
NFL-record 21 catches in one game. RB Knowshon Moreno also 
earned All-Rookie honors after leading all NFL rookies in rushing 
yards (947), yards from scrimmage (1,160) and total TDs (nine). 


McCoy spent his first nine seasons as a coach in Carolina, working his 
way up from offensive assistant (2000) to wide receivers coach 
(2001), quarterbacks coach/offensive assistant (2002), quarterbacks 
coach (2003-06) and passing game coordinator/quarterbacks coach 
(2007-08). The Panthers totaled three playoff appearances, two 
division titles, two NFC Championship Game appearances and 
advanced to Super Bowl XXXVIII during McCoy's tenure. 


He worked closely with QB Jake Delhomme, helping Delhomme to 
four 3,000-yard passing seasons and his first Pro Bowl selection in 
2005. Delhomme averaged the fifth-most yards per pass attempt (7.8) 
in the NFL during McCoy’s two seasons managing Carolina’s passing 
attack while WR Steve Smith Sr. ranked seventh in the league with 
2,423 yards in that span. McCoy oversaw the Panthers wide receivers 
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in 2001 and worked with Smith during his rookie campaign. 


A college quarterback, McCoy spent his first two years at Long Beach 
State (1990-91) before spending his last two years at Utah (1993-94). 
He signed with Denver as an undrafted rookie free agent in 1995 and 
spent his rookie season on Green Bay's practice squad. He played in 


NFL Europe with the Amsterdam Admirals (1997) and spent one game 
on San Francisco's roster as its third quarterback in 1997. McCoy 
spent training camp with the Philadelphia Eagles (1998) before 
finishing his playing career with the Calgary Stampeders in the CFL in 
1999. 


McCoy and his wife, Kellie, have a daughter, Liv, and a son, Luke.

Chad Hall enters his second season as the wide receivers coach for 
the Jaguars and his sixth season as a wide receivers coach in the 
NEL. In 2023, WR Calvin Ridley recorded over 1,000 receiving yards 
after missing the entire 2022 season (1,016). This was the first time 
he eclipsed 1,000 receiving yards since 2020 and only the second time 
in his career. Additionally, WR Christian Kirk recorded the highest 
yards per reception in his career (13.8). 


Prior to his time in Jacksonville, he spent six seasons on the Buffalo 
Bills staff (2017-22). He was in charge of the wide receiver room for 
the past four years after being promoted from offensive assistant in 
2019. 


In 2021, Hall helped WR Stefon Diggs be selected to his second 
consecutive Pro Bowl and become the first Bill with 100+ receptions 
in consecutive seasons. Diggs set an NFL record for receptions in a 
player's first two seasons with a team (230). Under Hall’s watch, 
second-year WR Gabriel Davis also set an NFL playoff record by 
catching four touchdowns passed at KC (1/23/22). 


He oversaw a receivers room in 2020 that took the Buffalo offense to 
new heights, helping both Stefon Diggs and WR Cole Beasley earn 


All-Pro honors. Diggs set franchise records and led the NFL with 127 
receptions and 1,535 receiving yards on the season. Diggs also tied a 
franchise record with seven 100-yard games in his first season 
working with Hall. 


In 2019, Hall helped WR John Brown total 72 receptions for 1,060 
yards and six touchdowns in his first season as a Bill. He became the 
first Bill to post 50+ receiving yards and at least four receptions in 
each of the first 10 games of a season. 


In his NFL career, Hall played wide receiver for the Philadelphia 
Eagles (2010-12), San Francisco 49ers (2012-13) and Kansas City 
Chiefs (2013), accumulating 15 receptions for 144 yards and two 
touchdowns, and an NFC championship during his career. 


In college, Hall played running back at the United States Air Force 
Academy for three years. He was the only player in the country to 
lead his team in rushing and receiving during his senior year, 
finishing third in the nation in all-purpose yards and was a Heisman 
finalist. He was named the Mountain West Conference Offensive 
Player of the Year in 2007. 


A native of Atlanta, Ga., Hall was recruited from Wesleyan School in 
Norcross, Ga. to play quarterback but was soon converted to running 
back. He was inducted into the Gwinnett County Sports Hall of Fame 
in 2017. From 2008-2009, Hall served in the United States Air Force 
as a second lieutenant. He was based in Hill Air Force Base in Utah as 
a maintenance officer, assigned to the 388th Maintenance Group. Hall 
married the former Rose Pierce-Tenney in May of 2018. They have a 
daughter named Penelope Rose Hall and a son named Chandler 
Wright Hall Jr.

Richard Angulo is in his third season with the Jacksonville Jaguars 
as the tight ends coach in 2024. Last season, TE Evan Engram earned 
2023 Pro Bowl honors under Angulo and broke his previous franchise 
records in receptions (114) and receiving yards (963) by a tight end. 
Additionally, his 539 yards after catch were the most by a tight end in 
team history. Engram became the eighth tight end in NFL history to 
record at least 100 receptions in a single season and the second 
player in franchise history. Under Angulo’s guidance, Engram joined 
Jeremy Shockey as the only tight ends in NFL history with 40 or more 
receptions and 400 receiving yards in each of their first seven 
seasons. 


In 2022, Angulo led a tight end room that played an important part in 
the Jaguars’ offense success. Under Angulo, TE Evan Engram set 
single-season franchise records in receptions (73) and receiving 
yards (766) by a tight end. Engram’s receptions and receiving yards 
were also career highs. 


Angulo spent the previous eight seasons in Baltimore serving in 
various roles, including his most recent position of assistant offensive 
line coach (2017-21). He brings nine years of NFL coaching experience 
and six years of NFL playing experience as a tight end. 


In 2021, Angulo assisted a Ravens offensive line that ranked third in 
rushing yards (145.8 yards per game), fourth in rushes of 10-plus 
yards (67), fifth in total scrimmage yards (6,746) and tied for ninth in 
rush TDs (18). 


In 2020, Angulo helped guide an offensive line that blocked for the 
NFL's top-ranked rushing attack (191.9 yards per game), which 
averaged a league-high 5.53 yards per carry and produced the third- 
most rushing yards (3,071) in a 16-game NFL season and recorded a 
franchise-record 24 rushing TDs. The Ravens also owned the 
seventh-best scoring offense (29.3 points per game) and fourth-best 


third-down offense (48.8 percent). During the season-ending five- 
game winning streak to earn a playoff berth, Baltimore's league-best 
rushing attack gained the most rushing yards (1,337) over a five- 
game stretch of a single NFL season since the 1950 Giants (1,369). 


In 2019, the Ravens led the NFL in points (33.2) and rushing yards per 
game (206.0) and finished No. 2 in total yards (407.6) en route to a 
franchise-best 14-2 record and a second-straight AFC North title. With 
help from the offensive line, the Ravens set a new NFL single-season 
rushing record (3,296), besting the 1978 Patriots (3,165). Baltimore 
became the first team to ever average 200 passing and 200 rushing 
yards per game in a season. The 2019 Ravens also set single-season 
team records for TDs (64), points (531), net yards (6,521), rushing 
yards (3,296), first downs (386) and fewest turnovers (15). 


In 2018, Angulo helped the Ravens post the NFL’s No. 2-ranked 
rushing attack (152.6 yards per game). In 2017, he helped guide an 
offensive line that permitted the league’s seventh-fewest sacks (27, 
tied Vikings). 

From 2015-16, Angulo served as Baltimore's tight ends coach after 
being promoted from his original position of offensive coaching intern 
(2014). In 2016, Angulo guided the Ravens’ deep tight ends corps, 
highlighted by TE Dennis Pitta, who led the NFL in receptions (86) by 
a tight end and produced the second-most (tied, WR Derrick Mason - 
2005) catches in Ravens single-season history. In 2015, Angulo 
helped lead a young tight ends group that contributed to the league's 
eighth-best passing attack (266.9 yards per game) and a franchise 
record in net passing yards (4,271). During his first season in 
Baltimore as an offensive coaching intern, he helped provide 
statistical analysis, self-scouting reports and breakdowns of opposing 
defenses. 


Prior to his time in Baltimore, Angulo spent two seasons as the 
offensive line/strength and conditioning coach at Trinity 
International. 


Angulo is a six-year NFL veteran at the tight end position and was 
originally drafted in the seventh round by the St. Louis Rams in the 
2003 NFL Draft. He played for four teams, including the Jaguars, 
where he appeared in 20 games (six starts) and caught a career-high 
16 passes for 144 yards and one TD. He attended Western New 
Mexico University. 


A native of Albuquerque, N.M., he and his wife, Michelle, have two 
daughters, Adriana and Allie.

Jerry Mack is in his first season as the running backs coach for the 
Jacksonville Jaguars in 2024. He most recently served as running 
backs coach at the University of Tennessee for three seasons. Mack 
has 20 years of collegiate coaching experience, five conference 
championships and was a three-time HBCU Coach of the Year. 


The Memphis native guided the University of Tennessee’s running 
backs for three seasons (2021-23) and in that time the Vols produced 
22 games of at least 200 rushing yards, including seven of 12 in 2023. 
The Vols finished the 2023 season as the number-one rushing offense 
in the SEC, ranking ninth in the nation in yards per game, and sixth 
nationally in yards per carry. RB Jaylen Wright became Tennessee's 
first 1,000-yard rusher since 2015 on his way to 2023 All-SEC Second 
Team honors. 


The 2022 season saw Mack’s backs make a major impact as 
Tennessee had the top-ranked offense in the nation, reaching the 11- 
win plateau for the first time in two decades highlighted by victories 
over Alabama, Florida, LSU, Kentucky and Clemson. The Vols tied a 
school record for rushing touchdowns with 40, a mark that also 
ranked third nationally. The running back trio of Wright, Jabari Small 
and Dylan Sampson combined for 29 rushing scores in the fall of 
2022, and Tennessee was the only SEC program with multiple 


running backs who logged 10 or more rushing touchdowns for the 
year. 


The University of Tennessee shattered eight offensive records in 2021 
and ranked in the top 25 nationally in scoring offense and rushing 
offense. Mack's first season saw the Vols rushing offense improve 
from 84th to 11th nationally, putting up 217.8 rushing yards per 
game. 


Prior to his arrival in Knoxville, Mack served in multiple roles at Rice 
for three seasons. He was named the Owls’ offensive coordinator on 
Dec. 12, 2017, and tabbed as Rice’s associate head coach on Feb. 13, 
2019. In his first year at Rice, Mack's offense had four games with 
100-yard rushers and three games with 100-yard receivers. He saw a 
trio of his receivers each top 40 receptions and 500 receiving yards 
for the first time at Rice since 2008. 


In four seasons at North Carolina Central University, Mack led the 
Eagles to at least a share of three consecutive MEAC championships 
and a berth in the 2016 Celebration Bowl. He compiled a 31-15 record 
in four seasons as one of the youngest head coaches at the FBS/FCS 
level. He was named the 2016 HBCU Football Coach of the Year by 
Black College Sports Page and The Pigskin Club in Washington, D.C., 
after NCCU smashed its school record for offense on its way to the 
Celebration Bowl. 


Mack joined NCCU after spending two seasons (2012-13) at South 
Alabama and one season at Memphis as wide receivers coach. As 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Arkansas at Pine 
Bluff in 2010, Mack transformed a unit that ranked 101st in the nation 
in total offense to 30th nationally and No. 2 in the Southwestern 
Athletic Conference (SWAC). Mack served as passing game 
coordinator and wide receivers coach at Central Arkansas during the 
2008-09 seasons, helping to lead the 10-2 Bears to the Southland 
Conference championship and placing 10th in the NCAA Division I- 
FCS in total offense. In Mack's two seasons (2006-07) as wide 
receivers and tight ends coach at Jackson State, the Tigers ranked 
second in the SWAC in scoring offense both years and captured the 
SWAC championship title in 2007. Mack started his coaching career 
as an offensive graduate assistant at Delta State from 2004-05. 


Mack began his collegiate playing career at Jackson State before 
transferring after one season (1999) to Arkansas State. He lettered 
three years at Arkansas State (2001-03) before earning his bachelor's 
degree in management information systems in 2003. Mack completed 
his master's degree in physical education from Delta State in 2006 
after serving on the Statesmen coaching staff as a graduate assistant. 
He was selected for five internships in the NFL with the Buffalo Bills 
(2008), New York Jets (2009, 2010), Houston Texans (2018) and Miami 
Dolphins (2019) and participated in the NCAA Expert and Champion 
Coach's Academy program in 2019. 

Mack and his wife Starlett have two sons, Jaden and Jaxon, and one 
daughter, Skyler.

In his second season with the Jaguars, Greg Austin was promoted to 
assistant offensive line coach.

Andrew Breiner is in his third season with the Jaguars as the 
assistant quarterbacks coach. 


For the second consecutive year in 2023, Breiner helped QB Trevor 
Lawrence throw for more than 4,000 yards in a season. Lawrence 
also became the second quarterback in franchise history to complete 
300 passes in three consecutive seasons and the first player in team 
history to start his career with three straight years recording at least 
300 completions. 


In 2022, Lawrence was one of only four quarterbacks with at least 20 
passing touchdowns and five rushing touchdowns. Lawrence finished 
the season with more completions and passing yards and a higher 
completion percentage than his rookie campaign in 2021. In his first 
playoff game in the NFL, Lawrence became the youngest player ever 


to throw four passing touchdowns in a game. Lawrence’s four 
touchdowns are also a single-game postseason franchise record. 


Before coming to Jacksonville, Breiner was Florida International 
University’s offensive coordinator and wide receivers coach. Prior to 
his stint at FIU, Breiner spent the 2020 season on Doug Pederson’'s 
staff in Philadelphia as the passing game analyst. In 2020, QB Carson 
Wentz threw for 2,420 yards and 16 TDs while rookie QB Jalen Hurts 
threw for 1,061 yards and six TDs. Breiner spent two seasons 
(2018-19) as the passing game coordinator and quarterbacks coach at 
Mississippi State, where, in 2018, QB Nick Fitzgerald completed 145- 
of-281 passes for 16 touchdowns. He was also responsible for 29 TDs 
(13 rushing, 16 passing) and led all FBS quarterbacks in 100-yard 
rushing games with seven. 


Breiner spent six seasons at Fordham University, serving as head 
coach from 2016-17, after spending time as the offensive coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach. During his head coaching tenure, he 
compiled a 12-10 record. Under Breiner’s guidance in 2016, Fordham 
ranked fourth in the FCS in total offense (498.2 yards per game) and 
scoring offense (40.1 points per game), while the Rams were 10th 
nationally and second in the Patriot League in passing efficiency 
(156.0). As Fordham’s offensive coordinator from 2012-15, the Rams 
ranked in the top 10 of the FCS in nearly every category. In 2015, the 
Rams led the Patriot League and were ninth nationally in scoring 
(36.8 points per game). They also led the league and were second in 
the FCS in passing efficiency (168.30). 


Breiner spent three seasons (2009-11) with the University of 
Connecticut as a graduate assistant and was part of a staff that 
helped lead the Huskies to the 2010 Big East Championship and an 
appearance in the 2011 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. Prior to his time with 
the Huskies, he worked as the wide receivers coach (2007) and 
quarterbacks coach (2008) at Allegheny College. Breiner began his 
coaching career at Lock Haven University, his alma mater, in 2006 as 
a wide receivers coach. He played wide receiver at Lock Haven from 
2003-06 and was a four-year letter winner.

While with the Scarlet Knights, 
Mutunga helped RB Isiah Pacheco earn All Big-Ten Honorable 
Mention in 2021. In Mutunga’s first season, Rutgers’ offense had a 
program-best 26.7 points per game. The Scarlets Knights’ offense 
was the fourth-most improved unit in the nation by scoring offense in 
2020. 


Mutunga spent three seasons (2017-19) on staff at Princeton, where 


he coached the Tigers’ running backs. Princeton’s backfield shined 
under the watch of Mutunga, as the Tigers produced the Ivy League’s 
top rushing offense in the 2018 season (2,955 total yards). Princeton 
went 8-2 in 2019, undefeated in 2018 and showcased back-to-back 
top-10 FCS team rushing totals in 2017 and 2018. 


During his Princeton tenure, Mutunga took part in the Bill Walsh 
Minority Coaching Fellowship with the Atlanta Falcons. Mutunga 
worked with the Falcons’ running backs and wide receivers and also 
assisted with special projects for head coach Dan Quinn. Mutunga 
also took part in the program with the New York Jets in 2014. 


Prior to his arrival at Princeton, Mutunga spent three seasons at 
Lehigh (2014-16) as running backs coach. The Mountain Hawks 
possessed the No. 6 offense in the FCS during his final season on 
staff, as his running back again earned all-league honors. 


Mutunga’s first collegiate coaching stop came at Muhlenberg, where 
he worked with the team’s tight ends and running backs as an 
offensive assistant (2012-13). The program produced 16 wins during 
his two-year stint, which included an 8-3 record and an invitation to 
the ECAC South Atlantic Bowl in 2013. 


A standout collegiate running back, Mutunga was a four-year letter 
winner and three-year starter at Gettysburg College (2006-09). He 
totaled 2,804 career rushing yards and earned All-Centennial 
Conference honors three times. Mutunga tied a Centennial 
Conference record with five rushing touchdowns in one game and 
finished his career third on the Gettysburg all-time list with 38 
touchdowns. 

A native of Bel Air, Md., Mutunga graduated from Gettysburg (2011) 
with bachelor’s degrees in business administration and economics. 
He and his wife, Katie, have two sons, Jaxon and Jameson.

Kris Richard, who spent the last three seasons on the New Orleans 
Saints’ staff, is in his first season as the defensive backs coach for the 
Jacksonville Jaguars. Richard brings 17 years of NFL coaching and 
playing experience to Jacksonville. 


Richard served as the co-defensive coordinator and secondary coach 
for the Saints in 2022 alongside Jaguars Defensive Coordinator Ryan 
Nielsen. The 2022 defensive unit finished the season ranked fifth in 
total defense and their average of 184.4 passing yards per game 
allowed was the second-best in the NFL. As secondary coach for the 
Saints in 2021, Richard helped third-round draft pick Paulson Adebo 
tie for the team lead with three interceptions, second among all NFL 
rookies. Marshon Lattimore continued his improvement under 
Richard with a career-high 19 passes defensed, ranking third in the 
NFL. New Orleans was tied for sixth in the NFL with 18 interceptions. 


From 2018-19, Richard served as passing game coordinator and 
defensive backs coach with the Dallas Cowboys. In 2019, the Cowboys 
finished in the top 10 in opponent third down percentage, pass 


defense, touchdown passes and passing touchdown percentage. 
Linebacker Jaylon Smith was selected to his first Pro Bowl. In 2018, 
his first season in Dallas, the Cowboys won the NFC East and finished 
the season seventh in total defense, sixth in points-per-game, and 
seventh in red zone defense. Richard’s tutelage played a role in the 
growth of Byron Jones, who earned his first Pro Bowl nod and AP 
second-team All-Pro honors and led the team in passes defensed. 


Prior to his arrival in Dallas, Richard spent eight seasons (2010-2017) 
in different capacities for the Seattle Seahawks, including the last 
three as defensive coordinator. During his tenure, Seattle boasted a 
defense that ranked in the top five for five straight seasons (2012-16). 
Under his coaching, safety Earl Thomas earned five Pro Bowl 
nominations and four AP All-Pro (three first-team, one second-team) 
selections, cornerback Richard Sherman was a four-time Pro Bowler 
and four-time All-Pro (three first-team, one second-team), and safety 
Kam Chancellor a four-time Pro Bowler and two-time second-team 
All-Pro. Sherman's 32 career interceptions are tied for fourth in 
Seahawks history with Hall of Famer Kenny Easley. 


Richard originally joined the Seahawks in 2010 and served as 
defensive backs coach from 2012-2014. In 2013, the secondary 
propelled Seattle's defense to one of the NFL's most dominant. The 
Seahawks defensive backfield helped Seattle rank first in the league 
in passing defense, interceptions and opponent passer rating. In 
Seattle's Super Bowl XLVIII victory over Denver, the secondary held 
Peyton Manning to 280 passing yards, a 73.5 passer rating and 
recorded one interception. 


Prior to joining Seattle, Richard spent two seasons (2008-09) as a 
graduate assistant at the University of Southern California, working 
with the defensive backs, alongside then-head coach Pete Carroll. 


Originally a third-round pick (85th overall) by Seattle, Richard played 
in 38 games at cornerback with one start for the Seahawks from 
2002-04 before playing one season in San Francisco (2005). Richard 
lettered four years (1998-2001) at USC, starting his final three 
seasons. He had eight career interceptions and returned three for 
touchdowns, along with 125 tackles, 19 passes defensed and two 
fumble recoveries. The Los Angeles native received his bachelor’s 
degree in sociology.

Matt House brings 23 years of coaching experience, including seven 
in the NFL, as he enters his first season as the inside linebackers 
coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars in 2024. House most recently 
served as the defensive coordinator/linebackers coach with LSU 
during the 2022-23 seasons. In 2023, the Tigers’ defense led the SEC 
in total tackles, a 10 percent increase over the previous year. In 2022, 
House's first season with the Tigers, the LSU defense featured six 
transfers, a true freshman and two first-time starters and still 
finished fourth in the SEC in passing defense, fifth in scoring and sixth 
in total defense. Under House's guidance, linebacker Harold Perkins 
emerged as one of the SEC’s top playmakers, earning consecutive 
season All-SEC honors in 2022-23 and Freshman All-America in 2022. 


Prior to his time at LSU, House served as linebackers coach for the 
Kansas City Chiefs (2019-2021). He was part of a Kansas City 


organization that won Super Bowl LIV during the 2019 season and 
played for the Super Bowl title the following year. Over the span of 
three seasons, Kansas City ranked fourth in PFF pressures, seventh 
in interceptions and seventh in points allowed. 


House spent three seasons (2016-18) at the University of Kentucky 
where he coached Jaguars OLB Josh Allen to SEC Defensive Player of 
the Year and Bronko Nagurski Award honors. House’s defense 
anchored a Wildcat team that reached three consecutive bowl games, 
a first for the school in nearly a decade. The Wildcats capped the 
school’s first 10-win season in 2018 and finished ranked No. 12 in the 
nation. House’s 2018 Kentucky defense ranked No. 6 in the nation in 
points allowed per game as the Wildcats held six opponents to 14 
points or less. In his first year with the Wildcats, House served as the 
special teams coordinator/inside linebackers coach. 


House spent one season as the defensive coordinator at Florida 
International (2015) in which his defense limited four opponents to 
less than 14 points and finished the season ranked 16th nationally in 
red zone defense. House’s defense boasted five players who earned 
all-conference honors and four would go on to sign NFL contracts. 


Before his time in Lexington and South Florida, House spent time as a 
defensive coordinator at Pittsburgh (2012-14) where he coached first- 
round NFL Draft pick Aaron Donald. Donald has since become one of 
the most dominant defenders in the NFL, three times being named 
the NFL's Defensive Player of the Year. Pitt won two bowl games 
during House’s three years with the Panthers. 


Prior to returning to the college, House spent four years in the NFL, 
serving as defensive quality control/assistant linebacker coach for 
the St. Louis Rams (2009-11) and special teams/strength and 
conditioning assistant for the Carolina Panthers (2008). In his one 
season in Carolina, the Panthers went 12-4 and claimed the NFC 
South title. 


House’s final stop of his first collegiate stint was at the University of 
Buffalo (2006-07), where he was the defensive backs coach and 
recruiting coordinator for the Bulls. Buffalo captured the MAC East 
title in 2007 and in 2008, the Bulls played in a bowl game for the first 
time in school history. House also coached on the defensive side of 
the ball at North Carolina (2003-04) and Gardner-Webb (2005). 


House began his coaching career at Michigan State University 
(2001-02) as a graduate assistant, helping the Spartans to the 2001 
Silicon Valley Classic working with the secondary and special teams 
units. 


House and his wife Jessi have four children - Avery, Jackson, Jacob 


and Trent. The Harrison, Michigan native is a 2000 graduate of 
Michigan State.

Cory Robinson is in his first season as defensive 
assistant/cornerbacks coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars in 2024. 


Robinson, who possesses 15 years of coaching experience, spent the 
2023 season at the University of Tennessee where he served as a 
defensive analyst. The Volunteers went 9-4 and finished 17th in the 
AP Top 25 rankings. Tennessee's defense finished the season with 
855 tackles, 41.0 sacks, 12 interceptions and five forced fumbles. In 
2022, the Volunteers’ passing defense ranked 127th in the nation in 
yards allowed per game and improved to 67th in the 2023 season 
under Robinson's guidance. 


Before Tennessee, Robinson spent three seasons (2020-22) with the 


New Orleans Saints, serving as assistant defensive backs coach. In 
2022, the Saints ranked second-best in passing defense in the NFL 
allowing 184.4 passing yards per game. 


In 2021, the Saints defensive staff developed third-round draft pick 
Paulson Adebo, who was the only Saints defender to start all 17 
contests in 2021, while tying for the team lead with three 
interceptions, second among all NFL rookies. CB Marshon Lattimore 
was selected to his third consecutive Pro Bowl and second under 
Robinson. New Orleans was tied for sixth in the NFL with 18 
interceptions, with 16 of them coming from the secondary. In addition 
to New Orleans finishing fourth in the NFL in scoring defense (19.7 
points per game) and seventh in total defense (318.2 net yards per 
game), the Saints gave up the third-fewest touchdown passes (20) 
and led the league with the lowest red zone conversion percentage 
(43.5). 


Prior to coming to New Orleans in 2020, Robinson spent four seasons 
in college working with defensive backs. The Baltimore native served 
as the defensive passing game coordinator/defensive backs coach at 
the University of Maryland in 2019, where he also was director of 
player personnel in 2015. 


Prior to his 2019 stint in College Park, Robinson served as passing 
game coordinator/cornerbacks coach at Rutgers in 2018. He also 
coached cornerbacks at Toledo (2016) and Temple (2017). In 2017, he 
helped guide the Owls to a first-place American Athletic Conference 
ranking in pass defense, as they allowed only 206.8 passing yards per 
game. Prior to moving into the college ranks in 2015, Robinson 
coached at two high schools in Maryland from 2009-14. 


Robinson was a Starting cornerback at Central Connecticut State, 
earning a bachelor’s degree in communications with a minor in 
business/marketing in 2009. He is also co-founder of Next Level 
Nation, a Baltimore-based nonprofit that hosts football workouts, 
among other services for local student-athletes in need of 
mentorship.

Bill Shuey enters his third season with the Jaguars as the team’s 
outside linebackers coach and his 17th season in the NFL. 


In 2023, Shuey helped OLB Josh Allen set the franchise record for 
most sacks in a season at 17.5, surpassing the previous record of 
14.5. Allen finished the season tied for second in the NFL. He won AFC 
Defensive Player of The Week in Week 12 and also earned his second 
Pro Bowl nod. OLB Travon Walker saw a 6.5 sack increase from his 
rookie season in 2022 to 10.5 sacks in 2023. Together, the two 
combined for 27.5 sacks during the regular season, the most of any 
pass-rush duo in the NFL. 


In 2022, Shuey coached the number one overall draft pick, Walker, 
and Allen to a combined 10.5 sacks, five forced fumbles, two fumble 
recoveries and two interceptions. One of the fumble recoveries by 
Allen included a game-winning touchdown against the Titans, 
returning it 37 yards to clinch the AFC South. 


Prior to joining Doug Pederson’s staff in Jacksonville, Shuey spent 
four seasons in a variety of roles with the Chicago Bears. In 2021, 
Shuey was promoted to outside linebackers coach. Before going on 
injured reserved, LB Khalil Mack produced 6.0 sacks in seven 
contests, the second-highest total through the first seven games ina 
season in Mack's career. Second-year LB Trevis Gipson started nine 
games and had 7.0 sacks and five forced fumbles after seeing limited 
playing time in his rookie campaign. LB Robert Quinn set the Bears 


single-season sack record with 18.5 sacks in just his second year in 
Chicago. Quinn was also named Second Team All-Pro and selected to 
his third Pro Bowl. The 11-year veteran had 49 total tackles, including 
17 tackles for loss, 18.5 sacks and 22 QB hits, while Chicago's defense 
finished fourth in the NFL with 49 sacks. 


From 2019-20, Shuey was the pass rush analyst and assistant 
linebackers coach with the Bears. In 2020, LB Roquan Smith had a 
breakout season earning Second Team All-Pro honors for the first 
time in his three NFL seasons after registering 139 total tackles (98 
solo), including 4.0 sacks and 18 tackles for loss, seven passes 
defensed and six quarterback hits. His 18 tackles for loss led all 
defensive players in the NFC. 


In 2019, Chicago's linebackers played an integral role in the Bears run 
defense that allowed just 102.0 rushing yards per game. Shuey's first 
role with the Bears came as a defensive quality control coach in 2018, 
where he worked with the defensive line, inside linebackers and 
special teams. 


Prior to his arrival in Chicago, he spent six seasons at Widener 
University (2014-17) and West Chester University (2012-13). At 
Widener, Shuey served as assistant head coach, defensive 
coordinator, co-special teams coordinator, secondary coach and 
recruiting coordinator. Throughout his tenure at Widener, the Pride 
defense consistently ranked in the top 10 nationally in multiple 
statistical categories. 


Prior to Widener, Shuey worked for two seasons as the linebackers 
coach for West Chester University. In 2013, the Golden Rams 
amassed a school-best 13-2 record that included three NCAA 
Tournament victories and a trip to the Division II semifinals. 


Before arriving at West Chester, Shuey was a member of the Eagles 
organization for 11 seasons, which included eight on Andy Reid's 
coaching staff. Shuey and Jaguars Head Coach Doug Pederson 
coached on the same staff in Philadelphia for two seasons (2009-10). 
He spent four years as a defensive coach and worked directly under 
defensive coordinators Jim Johnson and Sean McDermott. Prior to 
working on the defensive side of the ball, he spent four seasons with 
the offensive coaching staff with coordinators Brad Childress and 
Marty Mornhinweg.

Before Auburn, Garrett coached one of the most productive defensive 
fronts in college football in 2022 as Liberty led the country in tackles 
for loss and ranked third in sacks. Under Garrett's guidance, standout 
defensive end Durrell Johnson led the nation with 22.5 tackles for 
loss and added 8.0 sacks en route to being named to the Ted Henricks 


Award Watch List. 


Garrett came to Liberty in 2022 after spending the previous two 
seasons as the assistant defensive line coach for the Cleveland 
Browns (2020-21). Garrett joined the Browns in 2020 and helped the 
run defense finish ninth in the league after finishing 30th the previous 
season. He helped defensive end Myles Garrett earn first-team All- 
Pro and Pro Bowl honors. Along with defensive end Olivier Vernon, 
the Browns were one of just four teams to have a pair of teammates 
each record at least 9.0 sacks in 2020. 


The Browns finished the 2021 season fifth in the NFL in total defense, 
marking just the third time since 1970 the team ranked in the top five 
and the club's highest finish since 1987. Myles Garrett again earned 
first-team All-Pro and Pro Bowl honors after setting the franchise 
single-season record with 16.0 sacks in 2021. 


Garrett got his coaching start at the collegiate level in 2019 when he 
spent one season at Vanderbilt as a defensive quality control 
assistant. He worked closely with Vanderbilt's defensive line in his 
one season with the Commodores. Prior to his time at Vanderbilt, 
Garrett spent eight years at Ensworth High School in Nashville, 
Tennessee (2011-18).

Rory Segrest is in his third season as the Jaguars’ assistant 
defensive line coach in 2024, having reached 30 years of coaching 
experience at the college and NFL levels. 


In 2023, the Jaguars defense tied for eighth in turnovers (27), ranked 
ninth in rushing yards per game (103.1) and eighth in third-down 
defense (36.5 percent). In 2022, en route to an AFC South division 
title, he helped coach a unit that had the seventh-fewest opponent 
yards per rush (4.2) and had the 12th-lowest percentage of opponents 
rushes that resulted in a first down (24.3). 


Segrest spent four seasons with the University of Louisiana (2018-21) 
as the assistant head coach/defensive line coach. In 2020, Louisiana's 
defensive line ranked fourth in the Sun Belt and 31st nationally in 
scoring defense (22.0) and 33rd in total defense (355.4). For the 
second straight season, Segrest helped DL Zi’Yon Hill to Second Team 
All-Sun Belt Conference honors. 

During the 2019 season, Segrest coached Chauncey Manac, who 
earned All-Conference Honorable Mention honors, while Hill earned a 
Second Team All-Conference nod. Under Coach Segrest's tutelage, 


the defensive line helped Louisiana finish the historic 2019 campaign 
with the top-ranked scoring defense (19.7 points allowed per game) 
and the second-best total defense (371.8 yards allowed per game) in 
the Sun Belt Conference. 


Prior to his time with the Ragin’ Cajuns, Segrest spent three seasons 
as the defensive line and specialists coach at Arkansas from 2014-16. 
Segrest helped the Razorbacks rank second in the Southeastern 
Conference and 12th nationally in rushing defense (116.5 rushing 
yards allowed per game) in 2015. He also helped develop DE Deatrich 
Wise, who led the SEC with 8.0 sacks during the 2015 season. 


From 2011-13, Segrest served as the defensive line coach/special 
teams coordinator for Samford in his second stint with the school. 


While with the Eagles, Segrest was the special teams quality 
control/assistant defensive line coach (2006-07), special teams 
coordinator (2007-09) and defensive line coach (2009-10). In 2006 and 
2010, the Eagles won the NFC East and advanced to the NFC 
Championship game in 2008. Segrest also coached in the 2009 Pro 
Bowl. 


In 2009 and 2010, the Eagles’ defensive line units ranked second and 
fourth, respectively, in the NFL in sacks among defensive linemen. 
They ranked third (2010) and ninth (2009) in the league in tackles for 
loss by defensive linemen. Segrest also coached two-time Pro Bowler 
DE Trent Cole (2007, 2009) while with the Eagles. 


Philadelphia’s special teams finished third in the NFL in 2008 in field 
goals made, and Pro Bowl K David Akers broke franchise records 
with 33 field goals and 144 points scored. P Sav Rocca set a franchise 
record with his single-season net punt average of 37.9. Rocca and 
Akers were both named NFL Special Teams Player of the Month 
during the 2008 season. 


Segrest’s previous coaching stops include Samford from 2002-05 and 
Southeast Missouri State where he began in 1999 and added 
recruiting coordinator duties for 2000-01. He was also the defensive 
graduate assistant at Auburn University from 1997-99 working with 
the defensive line and special teams units. 


His coaching career began under Gene Stallings as a student 
assistant at Alabama in 1994 after his playing career was cut short by 
an injury. He was a member of the Crimson Tide’s 1992 National 
Championship Team and was also awarded the team’s 1995 Co- 
Leadership Award. 


A native of Waycross, Ga., and a graduate of Waycross High School, 
he earned his bachelor’s degree in healthcare management in 1996 
from Alabama, where he met his wife, Jackie. They have one son, 
James.

Mike Gray is in his first season with the Jaguars as assistant 
secondary coach/defensive analyst and second season coaching in 
the NFL. 


In 2023, Gray served as a defensive football analyst for the Atlanta 
Falcons, where he coached under Defensive Coordinator Ryan Nielsen 
and worked primarily with the secondary. The Falcons’ defense 
ranked third in third-down conversions, fourth in red zone efficiency 


and 11th in yards per game. Additionally, Atlanta’s defense tied for 
the second-most forced fumbles in the NFL (18). 


Prior to Atlanta, Gray spent three seasons (2020-22) as co-special 
teams coordinator/linebackers coach at Gardner-Webb University. 
Under Gray's tutelage, junior linebacker William McRainey finished 
with a team-leading 104 total tackles, nine tackles for loss, 5.5 sacks 
and one interception in 13 games in 2022. The season prior, McRainey 
led the conference in tackles and earned first-team All-Big South 
Conference honors. 


Before joining Gardner-Webb's staff, Gray spent two seasons 
(2018-19) as a graduate assistant at North Carolina State University. 
During his time with the Wolfpack, he was part of a staff that helped 
the 2018 team to a 9-4 record and an appearance in the TaxSlayer 
Gator Bowl. The season prior, Gray served as a defensive intern at 
Western Kentucky. 


Gray played collegiately at Mercer University, finishing his career 
with 180 total tackles, 10 tackles for loss, 3.0 sacks and three 
interceptions. The Jacksonville, Fla., native played both linebacker 
and safety during his time with Mercer. 


Gray married his wife, Kelly, in June of 2023. She is also a native of 
Jacksonville, Fla.

Mario Jeberaeel, who spent the 2023 season working with defensive 
coordinator Ryan Nielsen on the Falcons’ staff, enters his first season 
as assistant outside linebackers coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars in 
2024. 


Jeberaeel comes to Jacksonville with three years of NFL experience, 
most recently serving as the special projects - defense coach for the 
Atlanta Falcons in 2023. In 2022, he was the assistant offensive line 
coach and a diversity coaching intern/offensive line coach in 2021 in 
Atlanta. 


In 2023, the Falcons’ defense ranked third in third-down conversions, 


fourth in red zone efficiency and 11th in yards per game. Atlanta’s 

defense also tied for the second-most forced fumbles in the NFL (18). 
The Falcons defense also produced 42.0 sacks in 2023, doubling their 
2022 total. Atlanta surpassed 40.0 sacks for the first time since 2004. 


In 2022, Jeberaeel assisted with an offensive line that produced the 
third-ranked rushing attack in the NFL (159.9 yards per game) and 
the second-most rushing yards in franchise history (2,718). OG Chris 
Lindstrom was named second-team All-Pro. 


From 2018-20, Jeberaeel served as the offensive line coach at Abilene 
Christian University in Abilene, Texas. In his first season as offensive 
line coach, the Wildcats led the Southland conference in sacks 
allowed, while offensive tackle Dakota Laws and center Bill Weber 
each received second-team all-conference honors. 


In 2019, Jeberaeel assisted with the offensive line of the Green Bay 
Packers as part of the Bill Walsh Minority Internship during phase 
two and phase three of OTAs. 


Jeberaeel spent three seasons (2015-17) coaching at the University of 
Kansas beginning as an offensive graduate assistant and assistant 
offensive line coach from 2015-16 before being promoted to quality 
control coach in 2017. During his time in Lawrence, he coached the 
offensive line, tight ends and fullbacks. 


He spent three seasons at Nicholls State University from 2010-12 
starting as an offensive graduate assistant and assistant offensive 
line coach before being promoted to offensive line coach in his final 
season in 2012. He also spent two seasons (2013-14) at the University 
of Arkansas-Monticello where he served as the offensive line, tight 
ends and fullbacks coach, as well as the recruiting and strength 
coordinator. 


He began his coaching career at Western High School in Las Vegas 
while also serving as a volunteer assistant at his alma mater, UNLV, 
in 2009. 


A native of Las Vegas, Jeberaeel earned a Bachelor of Science degree 
in university studies from the University of Nevada - Las Vegas 
where he played along the Rebels’ offensive line from 2004-08. He 
and his wife Abbey have one daughter, Louisa, and one son, Samuel.

Luke Thompson is in his third season as an assistant special teams 
coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars. In 2023, he helped coach a unit 
that had the second-most kickoff return yards (688), fourth-most net 
yards per punt (43.8) and ninth-most yards per punt return (10.2). 
Additionally, LS Ross Matiscik was named to the 2024 Pro Bowl 
Games and received first-team Associated Press All-Pro and first- 
team NFL Players Association All-Pro honors for the first time in his 
career. 


In 2022, he helped coach a special teams unit that ranked third in 
yards per punt (49.34) and 11th in team field goals made (30). He 
helped K Riley Patterson convert 30 field goals which tied him for 
eighth-most among kickers and includes a game-tying field goal 
against the Cowboys resulting in an overtime win (40-34) and a 


game-winning field goal against the Chargers in the Wild Card Round 
(31-30). He also helped produce the Jaguars’ first Pro Bowl return 
specialist after WR Jamal Agnew was named to the 2023 Pro Bowl 
Games. 


Before coming to Jacksonville, he most recently served in the same 
role for the Philadelphia Eagles from 2019-20. Prior to his time with 
the Eagles, Thompson coached in the collegiate ranks for 20 years. 


In 2019, the Eagles had several standouts on special teams, including 
LS Rick Lovato who earned his first Pro Bowl selection in 2019 and K 
Jake Elliott who posted a career-high 84.6 field percentage. In 
addition, P Cameron Johnston produced top 10 finishes in gross (46.4, 
ninth) and net (42.3, eighth) punting averages. 


Prior to the Eagles, Thompson served as the defensive coordinator 
and linebackers coach at Lafayette College from 2017-18. In his first 
season with Lafayette, Thompson helped the defense average 15.8 
points against per game in Patriot League play, down from 37.3 points 
against per game average surrendered in 2016. Additionally, the 
Leopards led the Patriot League in takeaways in 2017, after finishing 
last in the category in 2016. 

Thompson had two coaching stints at Georgetown University, 
originally joining the Hoyas staff as a special teams 
coordinator/linebackers coach from 2006-11 and then returning from 
2014-16 as the program's defensive coordinator/linebackers coach. 
Between stays at Georgetown, he served as the special teams 
coordinator and linebackers coach for Army from 2012-13. 


A graduate of Assumption College, Thompson began his coaching 
career in 1998 as the offensive line/tight ends coach at Bowdoin 
College. He also coached at Holy Cross, Amherst College and Harvard 
University. 


A native of Worcester, Mass., Thompson and his wife, Kristin, have 
one son, Luke and a daughter, Maddie.

Jeff Ferguson is in his fourth season with Jacksonville and second year as vice president of player health and performance. He joined the 
Jaguars as the director of athletic training in 2021 and was promoted to his current role prior to the 2022 season. 


On Feb. 24, 2024, he was honored with the 2023 Fain-Cain Memorial Award for Outstanding NFL Athletic Trainer of the Year. The award is voted 
on by the NFL Physicians Society and is given annually to an NFL athletic trainer who best reflects the virtues of a certified athletic trainer and 
displays the highest level of professionalism. 


Previously, Ferguson spent 13 seasons (2006-18) with the San Francisco 49ers, one year as the vice president of player health and safety for 
the XFL (2019-20) and, most recently, served as the CEO of WellStrong, a medical services management company, from 2020-21. 


After initially joining the 49ers organization in 2006 as the team's head athletic trainer, he was promoted to director of football operations and 
sports medicine in 2011. He was elevated to vice president of football operations in 2013 and, from 2016-18, served as vice president of 
medical services/athletic trainer. In his most recent role, Ferguson was responsible for overseeing the team’s entire medical and 
nutritional needs, including rehabilitation procedures, injury records, the training room and daily athletic training duties. 


While with the XFL, Ferguson oversaw every aspect of player health and safety, including the creation of the league's COVID-19 task force. As 
the CEO of WellStrong, he oversaw the strategy of all medical management services, including physical therapy, general wellness, injury 
prevention, community outreach and durable medical equipment. 


Before working in the NFL, he served as the manager of athletic team development with BREG, an orthopedic company based in Vista, Calif. 
From June 2005 until March 2006, Ferguson specialized in sports medicine bracing for BREG. 


Prior to his move to the West Coast, Ferguson spent eight years (1997-2005) in several capacities at Kansas State University while continuing 
to serve as the athletic trainer for the Kansas State football program throughout his time in Manhattan. From 2002-05, he served as the 
assistant athletic director for sports medicine after beginning his career with the Wildcats as an assistant athletic trainer. He was responsible 
for the prevention, evaluation, treatment and rehabilitation of all athletic injuries, in addition to supervising medical coverage for 14 collegiate 
athletic teams. His staff was voted best in the Big 12 for their medical efforts from 2003-04. 


From 1995-97, Ferguson was an athletic trainer with an orthopedic surgeon and physical therapy company in Louisburg, N.C. While doing 
graduate work at the University of Texas at Arlington, he spent two years as a graduate assistant athletic trainer while serving as the head 
athletic trainer for the track and field teams. 


A native of Clemson, S.C., Ferguson earned his bachelor's degree in 1993 at Clemson and his master’s degree in 1995 at Texas at Arlington. He 
got his start in college athletic training as a student athletic trainer at Clemson from 1989-93 and spent the 1992 summer as a preseason 
athletic trainer for the New England Patriots. He is also a certified member of the National Athletic Trainers (NATA). 


Ferguson and his wife, Rebecca, have two daughters, Madelyn and Alexandra, and one son, J.C. In 2019, Ferguson was inducted into the Daniel 
High School (Central, S.C.) Athletic Hall of Fame. 


CEDRIC SCOTT

Cedric Scott is entering his 13th season with the Jaguars and his third season as director of strength and conditioning after being promoted on 
March 29, 2022. 

Scott worked in 2012 at the University of North Carolina in the strength and conditioning department before joining the Jaguars. He previously 
served three years (2009-11) at the University of Southern Mississippi on the strength and conditioning staff, serving his last two years as the 
head strength and conditioning coach for men’s basketball. He was a graduate assistant in 2008. 


Scott was a standout defensive end for Southern Mississippi, where he received his bachelor’s degree in exercise physiology and his master’s 
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degree in sports administration. He earned All-America honors as a senior defensive end and was named the Conference USA Defensive Player 
of the Year in 2000. In 2015, Scott was inducted into the University of Southern Miss Sports Hall of Fame after a stellar four-year career that 
resulted in three Conference USA Championships (1996, 1997 and 1999) and career totals of 199 tackles, including 47.0 tackles for loss, and 
28.0 sacks. 


Scott was a fourth-round draft pick for the New York Giants in 2001 and played several years in the NFL. He also spent time with the Scottish 
Claymores of the World League in 2004 and was part of the Canadian Football League’s 2005 Grey Cup Championship team with the Edmonton 
Eskimos. That same year, the defensive line broke the team record for the most sacks. 


A native of Gulfport, Miss., Scott is married to the former Dorian Wallace. The couple has two sons, Cedric Jr. and Cameron.

Prior to his executive role with the Jaguars, Regis spent 13 seasons with the Los Angeles Chargers. During his time with the Chargers, he 
served as the Assistant Director of Pro Scouting (2019-2021) and as a Pro Scout (2017-2019). Before this opportunity, Eller spent five seasons 
as an area scout in the Northeast and Mid-Atlantic regions (2011-2016). He first landed with the Chargers as an Assistant to the Defensive 
Coaching Staff (2008).

Tom Gamble returns to Jacksonville as a senior personnel executive after being hired on May 27, 2024 


Gamble enters his 31st season in the NFL. He most recently spent the last two seasons as the director of player personnel for the University of 
Michigan (2022-23), who in 2023 were crowned the College Football Playoff National Champions. In 2021, he served as a senior personnel 
executive for Jacksonville. 


He was the assistant general manager of the CFL’s Montreal Alouettes in 2020 after serving as a senior advisor to the head coach and player 
personnel at the University of Michigan from 2017-19. Prior to his stint in Ann Arbor, Gamble was the assistant general manager for the San 
Francisco 49ers in 2016 after serving as a senior personnel executive in 2015. His return to the Bay Area followed his time in Philadelphia, 
where he was the vice president of player personnel for the Eagles from 2013-14. 


In 2012, Gamble oversaw both the college and pro-personnel efforts for the 49ers while working closely with General Manager Trent Baalke. 
With assistance from Gamble and Baalke, the 49ers shared the NFL lead with nine Pro Bowl selections and advanced to three straight NFC 
Championship games and Super Bowl XLVII. 


Prior to being named director of player personnel, Gamble served as the director of pro personnel for the previous seven seasons in San 
Francisco. Before his time with the 49ers, he served as a college scout for the Indianapolis Colts from 1998-2004. He also worked as a 
defensive assistant with the New York Jets for two seasons and had scouting roles with Carolina and Baltimore.

Ferguson Award as a senior, which goes to the senior who displays outstanding leadership, character and courage. 

After graduating with a degree in criminology, Stamper worked for the Titusville (Fla.) Police Department before moving to Columbus. He has a 
10-year-old daughter, Ryiah.

Chris Ash was hired as a pro scout on May 27, 2024. Ash enters his fourth season in the NFL and returns to Jacksonville after spending the last 
two seasons (2022-23) as the defensive backs coach for the Las Vegas Raiders. 


Ash entered the NFL in 2021 as the Jaguars defensive backs/safeties coach after a 24-year career as a college coach including roles as head 
coach at Rutgers and defensive coordinator at Texas, Ohio State, Wisconsin and Arkansas. 


Ash helped lead the Ohio State defense when the Buckeyes won the 2014 National Championship. 


In 2020, served as defensive coordinator at Texas and helped guide the Longhorns to a 7-3 overall record and a victory in the Alamo Bowl. 
Prior to that, Ash spent three-plus seasons as head coach at Rutgers, including a 2017 season that saw the team match its program record for 
victories in Big Ten play, its first year in the conference. 


Ash spent eight years in the Big Ten Conference, including four as a defensive coordinator with four Big Ten championships. In his six seasons 
total as a defensive coordinator, including 2013 at Arkansas, Ash led four groups that ranked in the top 25 statistically, including a top-10 
defensive unit in 2015 at Ohio State. 


OSU's defense ranked 19th nationally in total defense and 26th in scoring defense. The Buckeyes also ranked fourth nationally with 24 
interceptions in a Big Ten and National Championship season. 


In 2015, the Ohio State defense continued its strides under Ash, ranking second nationally in scoring defense, ninth in total defense and ninth in 
sacks. The No. 7 Buckeyes defeated No. 8 Notre Dame, 44-28, in the Fiesta Bowl, finishing the year with a 12-1 record and a No. 4 ranking in 
both The Associated Press and Coaches polls. 


DE Joey Bosa was twice a unanimous First-Team All-American in 2014 and 2015 and Big Ten Defensive Lineman of the Year. The 2016 NFL 
Draft saw numerous players from Ash's unit selected, including the first defensive player in Bosa, who was picked third by the San Diego 
Chargers. In all, the draft featured six players from the Ohio State defense, all in the first four rounds with three in the first round. Along with 
Bosa, CB Eli Apple was chosen 10th overall by the New York Giants, and LB Darron Lee was selected 20th by the New York Jets. 


Prior to taking over the OSU defense, Ash held the defensive coordinator post and coached the secondary at Arkansas in 2013. He helped 
improve Arkansas’ pass defense in his one season in Fayetteville, with the Razorbacks defense finishing 72nd nationally in passing yards 
allowed after ranking 113th in 2012. 


Ash was first promoted to the level of defensive coordinator at a Power Five school while at Wisconsin, where he spent three seasons, the last 
two of which were as coordinator (2011-12) with the first as defensive backs coach (2010). His 2011 defense ranked fourth nationally in fewest 
passing yards allowed,13th in scoring defense and 15th in total defense. In 2012, the Badgers defense again ranked 15th nationally in total 
defense as well as 17th in scoring defense. 


Ash began his coaching career as a defensive graduate assistant at his alma mater, Drake, in 1997. He was promoted to defensive coordinator 
for the next two seasons before moving on to lowa State in 2000. Ash spent eight seasons over two different stints in Ames. Ash progressed 
from a graduate assistant with the Cyclones in 2000-01 to defensive backs coach for a total of six seasons, adding the title of recruiting 
coordinator for 2006 and 2009. 


Ash spent the 2007 and 2008 seasons at San Diego State as the defensive backs coach and recruiting coordinator under Head Coach and 
College Football Hall of Fame inductee Chuck Long. 


A native of Ottumwa, lowa, Ash earned his undergraduate degree from Drake in 1996 and was a two-time letter winner at defensive back for 
the Bulldogs. He is one of three from that era of Drake football who became an FBS head coach, joining Dave Doeren (North Carolina State) and 
Charlie Partridge (formerly with Florida Atlantic). Ash completed his master's degree in education from lowa State in 2005. 


Ash and his wife, Doreen, are the parents of a son, Brady, and a daughter, Alexis. Ash also has a son, Tanner, and a daughter, Jacey.

Geep Chryst is in his second season as a pro scout for the Jaguars. He most recently served as the tight ends coach/offensive coordinator for 
the University of California, Berkeley (2021-22). After thirty-plus years as a coach in both the NFL and collegiate ranks, 2023 marked Chryst’s 
first season in a scouting department. 


Chryst brings a wealth of NFL experience to Jacksonville including two seasons as an offensive coordinator for the San Diego Chargers

the general manager, Chryst served as the quarterbacks coach for four seasons and offensive coordinator for one. He also tutored the tight 
ends at Carolina for five seasons (2006-10) and had two coaching stints with Arizona (1996-98, 2001-03), coaching the tight ends in his first 
season with the Cardinals in 1996 and quarterbacks in his final five. Chryst started his NFL coaching career in Chicago (1991-95) working in 
quality control and as the Director of Research.

Paganetti spent the 2015-2020 NFL 
seasons with the Philadelphia Eagles working in coaching analytics as well as assisting with the Eagles LBs. 


During Doug Pederson’s five-year tenure as head coach, Paganetti conducted research and analysis to assist the team’s effort in game 
planning and game management decisions. He served all five seasons as the team’s game manager, communicating data-driven information 
during games to assist the head coach with critical decision-making, including fourth downs, two-point conversions, and clock management. In 
Pederson’s five-year stretch, the Eagles led the NFL in total fourth-down attempts by 20 percent and led the NFL in two-point conversion 
attempts by 60%. This includes converting two fourth downs in the team’s Super Bowl championship against New England.

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PRIDE OF THE JAGUARS 


TONY BOSELLI (1995-01) 


Former OT Tony Boselli, the Jacksonville Jaguars’ first-ever college draft choice, was the first member of the y yy 

Jaguars franchise to be honored in The Pride of the Jaguars on Oct. 8, 2006. Boselli was the second overall Se: 
eA} 
we A 


selection in the 1995 draft following an All-American career at Southern California. He started a then-team-record 
90 of the 91 Jaguars games in which he played from 1995-2001 and was named to the Pro Bowl five times. He was 
voted No. 1 on the Jaguars All-25. Widely considered the best offensive tackle in the game, Boselli allowed only 
15.5 sacks in seven seasons and was named to the second team on the NFL All-Decade Team for the 1990s. On Feb. 
10, 2022, Boselli was selected for enshrinement in the Pro Football Hall of Fame, becoming the Jaguars’ first-ever 
Hall of Famer. 


“Tony Boselli was the original Jaguar, and we are excited to recognize him,” said Jaguars then-owner Wayne 
Weaver. “We are proud of Tony's contributions on the field for this organization, and we're proud of his contributions 
off the field for this community. We welcome the opportunity to have Jaguars fans thank Tony for what he has 
meant to Jacksonville and the Jaguars.” 


WAYNE & DELORES WEAVER (1993-2011) 


Wayne and Delores Weaver were inducted into the Pride of the Jaguars at halftime of their final game as owners 
of the team on Jan. 1, 2012, becoming only the second and third inductees. Three days later, their ownership of the 
Jaguars was transferred to Shad Khan, ending their tenure that began when the franchise was awarded on Nov. 
30, 1993. 


During the 17 seasons of the Weavers’ ownership, the Jaguars were 138-134 in the regular season and 142-140 
including postseason contests with six playoff berths and two division titles. The Weavers were on hand for every 
game during that span - 352 total contests including 69 preseason, 272 regular season and 11 postseason games. 
In addition, 20 Jaguars players were named to the Pro Bowl during their tenure. 


From 1995-2011, the Weavers, through the Weaver Family Foundation, contributed more than $22.6 million to 
Jacksonville organizations. The Jaguars Foundation also awarded more than $14.8 million in grants to area 
nonprofit agencies during that time. Wayne Weaver served on four NFL committees: Business Ventures, Investment, 
Finance and Compensation. Delores Weaver served on two committees: NFL Charities and NFL Giving. 


FRED TAYLOR (1998-08) 


Former RB Fred Taylor became the fourth inductee into the Pride of the Jaguars on Sept. 30, 2012. Taylor, who 
started 136 of 140 games, is one of five players along with Brad Meester, Marcedes Lewis, Jimmy Smith and Josh 
Scobee to play for 11 or more seasons with the Jaguars. 


Taylor ranks fourth in franchise history in scoring with 424 points (70 TDs, two 2-point conversions) and broke 
the rookie scoring record with 102 points (17 TDs) during the 1998 season. He is one of just two Jaguars rookies 
(Leonard Fournette) to rush for 1,000 yards (1,223). His 17 TDs (14 rushing and three receiving) as a rookie still sit 
atop the Jaguars single-season TD list. Taylor, the Jaguars career-rushing leader with 11,271 yards, leads second- 
ranked Maurice Jones-Drew (8,071 career rushing yards) by 3,200 yards. While Taylor ranks among the best in 
nearly every Jaguars rushing statistic, he also sits at fifth in career receptions (286) and sixth in receiving yards 
(2,361). He was voted No. 2 on the Jaguars All-25. 


Jaguars Owner Shad Khan acknowledged Taylor’s place among elite company, stating, “Fred has earned his place 
in the Pride of the Jaguars, both with his record-setting performances on the field as well as with his involvement ™ 
in the Jacksonville community throughout his career.” 


MARK BRUNELL (1995-2003) 


Former QB Mark Brunell became the fifth member inducted into the Pride of the Jaguars on Dec. 15, 2013. Owner of 
nearly every Jaguars passing record, Brunell is one of 14 players in Jaguars history to play nine seasons or more. 
He started 117 of his 120 games played and completed 2,184 of 3,616 passes for 25,698 yards with 144 touchdowns 
and 86 interceptions - all still ranking as Jaguars career records. Brunell’s 4,367 passing yards in 1996 led the NFL. 
He was voted to the AFC Pro Bowl squad three times and was named the game's MVP in 1997. He was voted No. 5 
on the Jaguars All-25. Brunell was the Jaguars’ starting QB from 1995 through 2003, posting a winning record as 
a starter and leading the team to four playoff berths, eight postseason games and two AFC Championship games. 


“Mark Brunell epitomized the Jaguars in their early years, and he was one of the main reasons for their success 
during that time,” Jaguars Owner Shad Khan said. “! personally recall how the Jaguars captured the imagination of 
NFL fans throughout the nation in those days, and Mark Brunell was always in the highlights. Now that | have been 
here, | have gotten to see that this great quarterback is also a great person. Mark is a big part of the Jaguars family 
and the Jacksonville community, and it gives me great pride to join our fans in recognizing Mark and honoring him 
for his contributions to Jaguars history.” 


JIMMY SMITH (1995-05) 


Former WR Jimmy Smith was inducted to the Pride of the Jaguars on Dec. 11, 2016, becoming its sixth member. A 
five-time Pro Bowl selection, Smith was a key to the Jaguars’ early success when the team earned four straight 
playoff appearances from 1996-99 and played in eight postseason games, including two AFC Championship 
appearances. He was the Jaguars’ leading receiver in seven seasons and was voted to the Pro Bowl five consecutive 
years from 1997-2001. He was voted No. 3 on the Jaguars All-25. 


“There is no question that Jimmy Smith was one of the best players to ever wear a Jaguars uniform,” Jaguars 
Owner Shad Khan said. “His contributions in the early years were critical to the success the Jaguars enjoyed during 
that time. The fact that most of his records have stood for 10 years without being surpassed underscores what a 
great player he was. | am very happy that we will appropriately honor him.”

The 
Jaguars could not recover, as they had three turnovers in the last 16 minutes of the 
game. Tennessee scored once in the fourth quarter for the 33-14 final score.

The Jaguars have played at EverBank Stadium, most recently known as TIAA 
Bank Field (2018-2022), EverBank Field (2010-17), Jacksonville Municipal Stadium 
(1995-96, 2007-09) and Alltel Stadium (1997-2006), since the franchise's inaugural 
season in 1995. The stadium originally opened with a seating capacity of 73,000, 
which later expanded to 76,867. Since 2014, the Jaguars removed more than 12,000 
seats as part of renovations to install a pool deck, end zone cabanas and upgraded 
club suites. The largest crowd ever at EverBank Stadium was 85,413 for an NCAA 
football game between Florida State and Alabama on Sept. 29, 2007. The current 
capacity for Jaguars games is 67,814.

Sept. 22, 1996 — at New England 28, Jacksonville 25 

After spotting New England a 22-0 lead, the Jaguars rallied in the second half, 
scoring three touchdowns on 51-, 41- and 61-yard completions from QB Mark 
Brunell and a K Mike Hollis field goal, to tie the score at 25-25. The Patriots had the 
only possession in overtime and won on a 40-yard field goal by K Adam Vinatieri. 


Nov. 24, 1996 — Jacksonville 28, at Baltimore 25 

The Ravens led 25-10 going into the fourth quarter. After a touchdown pass from 
QB Mark Brunell to TE Pete Mitchell, the defense recovered a fumble at the Ravens’ 
19-yard line. Brunell found WR Willie Jackson six plays later, and Brunell ran in for 
the two-point conversion to tie the game at 25-25 with 1:24 remaining. The Jaguars 
won the toss, but were forced to punt.
